These  Articles  of  Incorporation  of 

The  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society 

Witnesseth,  That  we,  the  undersigned,  all  of  whom  are  citi- 
zens of  the  State  of  Ohio,  desiring  to  form  a  corporation  not  for 
profit,  under  the  general  corporation  laws  of  said  State,  do  hereby 
certify : 

First.  The  name  of  said  corporation  shall  be  The  Western 
Reserve  Historical  Society. 

Second.  Said  corporation  shall  be  located  and  its  principal 
business  transacted  at  the  City  of  Cleveland,  in  Cuyahoga  County, 
Ohio. 

Third.  The  purpose  for  which  said  corporation  is  formed  is 
not  profit,  but  is  to  discover,  collect  and  preserve  whatever  relates 
to  the  history,  biography,  genealogy  and  antiquities  of  Ohio  and 
the  West ;  and  of  the  people  dwelling  therein,  including  the  physical 
history  and  condition  of  that  State;  to  maintain  a  museum  and 
library,  and  to  extend  knowledge  upon  the  subjects  mentioned,  by 
literary  meetings,  by  publication  and  by  other  proper  means.

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DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Gentlemen  : — 

Since  you  assemble  only  once  during  the  year,  I 
shall  in  this  report  try  to  give  a  resume  of  the  year's 
work  as  briefly  as  possible,  yet  of  sufficient  detail  as  to 
show  clearly  what  has  been  accomplished  since  your 
last  meeting. 

There  has  been  a  marked  change  noticed  in  the 
expression  of  many  of  the  citizens  of  the  Reserve  and 
of  the  State  in  connection  with  our  work.  It  is  not 
uncommon  now  to  hear  people  talking  of  our  Society 
and  its  collections.  Through  the  strenuous  efforts  of 
our  President,  there  has  been  stirred  up  a  more  active 
interest  in  our  work.  We  are  becoming  better  known, 
not  only  in  the  State  but  also  out  of  it.  By  a  little 
judicious  purchasing  of  some  of  the  rarer  items,  we  are 
having  many  more  things  of  worth  offered  to  us.  More 
frequently  the  mail  brings  in  letters  offering  this  or 
that,  due  to  the  fact  that  someone  has  heard  we  were 
anxious  to  have  books  and  manuscripts  along  certain 
lines.  It  was  only  a  week  or  two  ago  that  a  package  of 
manuscripts  came  by  mail,  bearing  on  the  surveys  of 
the  Reserve,  which  proved  to  be  of  the  greatest  value. 
This  came  about  by  a  gentleman  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  Reserve  casually  remarking  that  The  Western 
Reserve  Historical  Society  would  be  interested  in  these 
papers,  and  in  this  way  a  young  man  in  the  east  learned 
of  us  and  we  received  the  valuable  documents.  My 
attention  is  often  called  to  this  or  that  item,  or  to  some 
person  who  has  a  collection  of  books  etc.  that  some 
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friend  of  the  Association  knows  of  and  has  kindly  taken 
the  time  to  drop  a  card  or  has  called  up  by  phone. 

Membership 

The  membership  of  the  Society  through  an  active 
campaign  conducted  by  the  President  has  been  in- 
creased considerably,  but  not  near  as  extensively  as  it 
would  have  been  if  more  of  our  members  had  endeav- 
ored to  aid  in  this  direction. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  our  members  have 
died.  Some  who  have  stood  by  the  work  almost  from 
the  beginning  will  be  with  us  no  more,  and  their  places 
will  have  to  be  taken  by  the  younger  generation.  Two 
of  our  Ex-Presidents  are  among  the  number.  The  first 
to  go,  Mr.  Liberty  Emery  Holden,  was  the  last  of  the 
original  organizers  of  the  Society,  when  it  was  formed, 
in  1867,  a  Trustee  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  and  Presi- 
dent from  1901  to  1907.  Mr.  Holden  was  a  New  Eng- 
lander  by  birth,  born  June  20,  1833,  in  the  old  town  of 
Raymond,  Maine.  His  college  education  was  obtained 
at  Colby  for  the  first  two  years  and  later  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Michigan  where  he  graduated  in  1858.  Later  he 
studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  During  the 
time  he  was  obtaining  his  masters  degree  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan  from  1858  to  '61  he  taught  Rhet- 
oric and  English  Literature.  The  following  year  he 
moved  to  Cleveland  where  the  remaining  years  of  his 
life  were  spent.  In  many  of  the  leading  activities  of 
the  City  he  took  a  vital  interest.  During  his  term  of 
Presidency  of  the  Society  he  largely  provided  the  means 
for  conducting  the  work,  and  was  always  willing  to  give 
attention  and  advice  when  the  interests  of  the  Society 
were  concerned.  The  last  few  years  of  his  life  he  was  in 
feeble  health,  and  spent  considerable  of  his  time  at  his

home  in  Mentor,  Ohio,  where  he  passed  away  August 
27th,  1913. 

The  other,  Mr.  Henry  Clay  Ranney,  President  of 
the  Society  from  1895  to  1901  also  a  Trustee  from  the 
time  of  its  incorporation,  in  1892,  passed  away  at  Glen- 
hurst  the  family  home  at  Bratenahl,  Oct.  8,  1913.  Mr. 
Ranney  was  born  June  1st,  1829.  He  was  the  son  of 
Elijah  W.  Ranney,  a  merchant  in  Freedom,  Portage 
County,  and  a  nephew  of  Rufus  P.  Ranney,  one  of  the 
foremost  jurists  of  Ohio.  At  the  death  of  his  father 
when  he  was  a  mere  lad,  he  was  adopted  by  his  uncle, 
Rufus  P.  Ranney,  with  whom  he  lived  until  manhood. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1852  and  began  his  law 
business  in  Warren,  Ohio,  later  entering  into  partner- 
ship with  another  uncle  with  whom  he  practiced  law  in 
Ravenna  until  he  moved  to  Cleveland  in  1872.  Mr. 
Ranney  served  in  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  under  Gen- 
eral Tyler  and  was  at  the  battles  of  Fredericksburg  and 
Chancellorsville  winning  honorable  mention  at  both. 
After  coming  to  Cleveland  he  entered  into  partnership 
with  Rufus  P.  Ranney  with  whom  he  practiced  until 
the  death  of  the  latter.  Mr.  Ranney  held  many  impor- 
tant positions  of  trust  in  the  larger  affairs  of  the  com- 
munity. It  was  during  his  administration  as  President 
of  the  Society  that  the  building  we  now  occupy  was 
erected  and  the  Society  removed  from  its  old  site,  now 
occupied  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Levi  F.  Bauder,  another  one  of  the  older  life  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  passed  away  October  2,  1913,  at  the 
age  of  73.  Mr.  Bauder  for  a  number  of  years  served  as 
a  Trustee  and  was  deeply  interested  in  the  work  of  the 
Society.  He  was  also  Secretary  of  the  Soldiers  and 
Sailors  Monument  Committee.  During  the  Civil  War 
he  served  in  the  7th  Regiment  O.  V.  I. 
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During  the  past  week,  April  25th,  1914,  Mrs.  John 
Hay  who  has  long  been  a  patron  of  the  Society  and  a 
liberal  supporter  of  our  work,  passed  away  in  New 
York.  Our  present  membership  consists  of  36  patrons, 
89  Life  Members  and  129  Annual  Members.  This 
in  time  should  be  raised  to  not  less  than  500  members. 

Trips 

Trips  after  material  this  year  have  been  into  fields 
which  have  yielded  many  valuable  additions  to  our 
Library.  Probably  the  one  that  brought  us  the  largest 
return  in  printed  material,  was  one  taken  early  last 
summer  to  the  east.  At  Worcester,  Mass.,  The  Amer- 
ican Antiquarian  Society  and  also  the  Worcester 
Society  of  Antiquity  were  visited.  Many  valuable 
exchanges  were  arranged  for  with  both  of  these  organi- 
zations. The  American  Antiquarian  Society  have  per- 
haps the  largest  collection  of  almanacs  in  America  and 
we  received  over  400  almanacs  for  our  collection  from 
them.  From  Worcester  I  went  to  Boston,  Salem  and 
then  Hartford.  The  time  spent  in  each  place  was  short 
but  advantage  was  taken  not  only  of  the  day  light 
hours,  but  also  those  late  into  the  night,  and  the  results 
most  encouraging.  Over  1,500  items  in  books  and 
pamphlets  were  the  direct  outcome  of  this  trip  and  still 
more  are  to  come  as  soon  as  the  exchanges  can  be 
arranged  for.  Books  obtained  on  these  trips,  is  only 
one  of  the  results.  Another,  equally  important,  is  that 
of  getting  acquainted  and  making  our  wants  known  to 
those  interested  in  the  same  line  as  ours.  One  dealer 
that  I  met  for  the  first  time  on  this  trip,  although  from 
my  long  experience  in  the  book  business,  I  have  come  to 
know  many  of  the  dealers  personally,  has  sent  us  as  the 
result  of  this  acquaintance,  most  valuable  material,  em- 
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bracing  manuscripts  and  broadsides  which  bear  vital 
connections  with  the  History  of  the  Reserve.  I  wish  I 
could  take  the  time  to  show  you  the  mass  of  material 
obtained.  A  number  of  excursions  to  Ohio  points  have 
been  made  with  satisfactory  results.  The  trip  to  War- 
ren, will  be  mentioned  under  the  subject  of  the  manu- 
script collections. 

Last  October  Miss  Ward,  being  in  Chicago,  vis- 
ited a  number  of  the  Libraries  and  secured  on  exchange 
some  valuable  material. 

Museum 

During  the  year  a  number  of  additions  have  been 
made  to  the  Museum,  among  which  I  might  mention 
the  Walnut  Desk  used  by  Gen.  Simon  Perkins  during 
the  years  of  his  connection  with  the  Connecticut  Land 
Co.  This  desk  was  presented  by  his  grand- daughter, 
Mrs.  Mary  Perkins  Lawton  of  Warren.  Also  the  So- 
ciety has  received  the  gift  of  a  small  table  once  the  prop- 
erty of  Jonathan  Edwards.  During  the  time  of  the 
Perry  Centennial  Celebration  and  several  weeks  pre- 
ceding it  we  had  on  exhibition  a  large  number  of  manu- 
scripts, relics,  and  other  items  pertaining  to  the  War  of 
1812,  a  number  being  placed  on  exhibition  by  friends  of 
the  Society.  Many  of  our  residents  and  visitors  to  the 
city  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  visit  the 
Society  at  this  time.  Among  the  latter  were  such  of  the 
members  of  the  Perry  Family  as  were  present  at  the 
celebration. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  classes  of  the  Public  Schools, 
the  Normal  and  Catholic  Institutions  have  also  come  to 
the  Museum.  These  visits  are  becoming  more  frequent 
and  the  collections  are  proving  of  great  interest  to  the 
classes.    Outside  the  Museum  proper,  the  King  Collec- 
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tion  of  Costumes  have  been  consulted  more  by  these 
classes  than  any  other  group.  A  Bronzed  plaster  bust 
of  Col.  O.  J.  Hodge,  former  Vice  President  of  the  So- 
ciety, has  been  deposited  with  us.  For  a  number  of 
years  the  Sculptor's  large  plaster  models  of  Generals 
Sheridan,  Grant,  Sherman  and  President  Garfield, 
which  were  made  for  the  Statue  "Ohio  Her  Sons,"  at 
Columbus,  have  been  stored  in  our  basement.  These 
have  been  repaired,  bronzed  and  placed  on  the  floor  of 
the  Museum. 

Meetings 

In  addition  to  the  various  classes  from  our  schools 
making  use  of  the  building,  The  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution,  The  Daughters  of  the  War  of 
1812,  and  the  Alexander  H.  Stevens  Chapter  of  the 
United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy,  have  held  stated 
meetings  here  during  the  year. 

Publications 

The  annual  report  of  the  Society  was  issued  last 
September  with  a  collection  of  letters  bearing  on  the 
War  of  1812  printed  from  the  originals  in  our  Library. 
This  collection  was  edited  by  Prof.  Elbert  Jay  Benton 
of  the  Western  Reserve  University,  a  second  edition  be- 
ing issued  later.  These  have  been  carefully  distributed 
among  our  members  and  those  with  whom  we  have 
exchanges. 

A  Bibliography  of  the  King  Collection  of  Books 
on  Costume  has  been  prepared  by  Miss  Tiffany  of  the 
library  staff  and  this  we  hope  to  send  to  press  soon. 

As  soon  as  our  manuscript  collections  are  put  into 
shape  there  will  be  a  vast  amount  of  interesting  and  rare 
material  that  can  be  published  to  good  advantage. 
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The  Library  and  Its  Collections 

The  past  year  has  brought  many  valuable  additions 
to  our  Library.  I  doubt  if  in  any  preceding  year  there 
has  been  added  as  many  valuable  books  and  manu- 
scripts. In  books  and  pamphlets  there  have  been  acces- 
sioned, outside  of  the  Newspapers,  4994  items.  By  far 
the  largest  amount  came  by  gift  and  yet  many  rare 
items  by  purchase.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 
Samuel  Mather,  the  magnificent  collection  of  English 
Parish  Registers,  consisting  of  some  200  volumes,  has 
been  ordered  for  the  Society.  Mr.  Palmer,  our  Presi- 
dent, has  given  a  number  of  exceedingly  valuable  books, 
the  most  rare  and  valuable  being  the  publication  of  the 
Hakluyt  Society  of  England,  consisting  of  132  vol- 
umes, already  issued,  balance  to  follow  as  published. 
Other  items  being  the  rare  Kirtland  edition  of  the  book 
of  Mormons,  and  beautiful  copies  in  bindings  of  Kil- 
bourne's  Ohio  Gazetteer  1817,  Cumings'  Sketches  of 
the  Tour  to  the  Western  Country  in  1810,  Evans'  Geo- 
graphical Essays,  containing  the  rare  Evans  Map  of 
America  1755  etc.  etc. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Wade  has  sent  in  a  valuable  collection 
of  books  on  New  Jersey  and  other  Americana  and  also 
has  provided  a  fund  from  which  we  are  purchasing  fur- 
ther books  bearing  on  the  History  of  New  Jersey. 
From  another  member,  Mr.  Arthur  H.  Clark,  we  have 
received  a  valuable  set  of  early  Western  Travels  edited 
by  Dr.  Thwaites  in  32  volumes.  This  latter  is  one  of 
the  most  interesting  series  of  reprints  of  American 
Travels  that  has  been  published  for  years.  Miss  C.  B. 
Smith  has  presented  a  large  number  of  books  to  the 
Library  from  those  gathered  by  her  father,  Reuben  F. 
Smith,  who  was  for  years  head  of  the  Cleveland  Pitts- 
burg Railroad.    The  Leader  Publishing  Co.  at  the  time 
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of  their  removal  into  the  new  building  gave  us  a  large 
number  of  books  from  their  reference  library.  Mr.  W. 
K.  Bixby  of  St.  Louis,  for  a  number  of  years,  President 
of  Missouri  Historical  Society,  has  presented  us  with 
several  exceedingly  rare  books.  Another  large  collec- 
tion was  received  from  our  esteemed  citizen,  Mr.  Moses 
Watterson. 

A  valuable  collection  bearing  on  the  history  of  the 
Baptists  of  Ohio  was  received  from  Mrs.  E.  M. 
Thresher  of  Dayton. 

Mr.  S.  P.  Baldwin's  gifts  during  the  year  have 
been  numerous  and  regular,  also  Dr.  Avery  continues  to 
bring  in  many  items  of  interest  and  value. 

There  have  been  so  many  gifts  of  valuable  items 
from  individuals  that  have  been  deeply  appreciated  by 
us  that  only  lack  of  time  in  a  report  of  this  nature  keeps 
one  from  mentioning  them  separately.  Scarce  items 
represented  in  Thompson's  Bibliography  of  Ohio,  but 
short  in  our  collection,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
have  been  obtained,  to  the  number  of  144.  Among 
these  might  be  noted  the  following  items:

Almanacs 

After  the  accession  of  the  large  number  of  alman- 
acs received  during  the  trip  to  the  east,  the  Society's 
collections  were  brought  out  from  a  room  in  which  they 
were  stored  for  years,  carefully  collated  and  lists  made 
of  the  same,  we  find  that  we  have  a  very  fine  collection, 
naturally  quite  strong  in  Ohio  numbers. 

Newspapers 

Active  work  in  collating  our  newspapers,  accession- 
ing the  bound  volumes  and  laying  aside  the  duplicates 
for  exchange  has  taken  up  considerable  time  during  the 
year.  About  two  thirds  of  our  collection  have  been 
gone  over.  Several  valuable  files  have  been  received. 
The  Norwalk  Reflector  and  the  Norwalk  Experiment 
have  largely  increased  our  Huron  County  Papers. 
From  the  same  source  came  others  among  which  were 
the  files  of  The  Crisis,  published  in  Columbus  during 
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the  Civil  War.  This  last  week  we  have  received  by  gift 
from  Mrs.  Hiram  Lake  of  Conneaut,  files  of  the  Na- 
tional Era  of  Washington,  the  great  anti-slavery  paper 
in  which  Mrs.  Stowe's  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin  first  ap- 
peared. The  Cincinnati  Weekly  Herald  and  several 
other  volumes.  A  number  of  valuable  files  have  come  in 
from  Hamilton. 

During  the  fall  new  steel  stacks  for  the  newspa- 
pers were  placed  in  the  basement,  greatly  aiding  us  in 
the  handling  of  these  valuable  files.  In  fact  without 
them  we  could  not  have  accomplished  what  we  have.  It 
is  our  thought  to  publish  as  soon  as  the  sorting  is  fin- 
ished, a  complete  list  of  our  files.  During  the  year  we 
have  made  new  accessions  in  this  department  to  the 
number  of  437  volumes.  This  number  will  be  greatly 
increased  when  the  volumes,  that  need  to  be,  are  bound. 
I  would  estimate  that  fully  one-third  of  our  files  are 
unbound. 

Manuscripts 

The  manuscript  collections  have  been  largely  in- 
creased. Last  fall,  through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Deitz,  a 
visit  was  arranged  for  to  the  old  home  of  General  Simon 
Perkins  of  Warren.  We  have  known  for  years  that 
there  was  in  all  probability  many  manuscripts  bearing 
on  the  Reserve  to  be  found  there,  but  little  did  we  an- 
ticipate finding  what  we  did.  Mrs.  Mary  Perkins  Law- 
ton,  grand-daughter  of  Gen.  Simon  Perkins,  to  whom 
the  papers  belonged,  met  us  in  the  most  cordial  and  hos- 
pitable manner  and  generously  placed  at  our  disposal, 
the  entire  collection  of  papers.  When  we  went  over 
these,  we  found  that  they  filled  two  large  cases.  The 
large  bulk  of  these  papers  bear  directly  on  the  Connec- 
ticut Land  Company  and  its  transactions  and  also  many 
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on  the  War  of  1812.  Filed  with  the  papers  were  a  num- 
ber of  early  Reserve  Newspapers,  badly  needed  for  our 
collection.  Later  another  case  full  of  maps,  ledger  rec- 
ords etc.  of  the  Land  Company  was  discovered  and  sent 
to  us.  I  think  this  will  prove  to  be  one  of  the  largest 
collections  of  manuscripts  that  we  will  receive,  bearing 
on  the  Reserve.  It  compares  very  favorably  in  size 
with  the  Whittlesey  Collection,  but  far  richer  in  West- 
ern Reserve  material.  A  valuable  collection  of  Gen- 
eral Wm.  H.  Harrison's  letters  during  the  War  of  1812 
were  in  the  cases.  We  have  had  time  thus  far  to  only 
go  over  the  contents  merely  superficially  as  it  will  be 
impossible  to  sort  these  and  many  other  manuscripts  as 
well  as  our  maps  until  such  time  as  steel  cases  are  pro- 
vided. Another  valuable  collection  has  just  been  re- 
ceived from  Mrs.  M.  A.  Hanna.  This  collection  con- 
sists of  a  large  number  of  hand  engrossed  testimonials 
and  resolutions  richly  bound  that  were  sent  to  Mrs. 
Hanna  on  the  death  of  our  much  loved  and  esteemed 
citizen,  Senator  Hanna.  In  addition  to  these,  there 
were  many  books  and  four  large  folio  volumes  bound  in 
seal,  containing  newspaper  clippings  on  President  Mc- 
Kinley.  No  more  highly  appreciated  gift  could  have 
been  made  to  us  in  honor  of  one  who  stood  for  so  much, 
not  only  on  the  Reserve  but  throughout  the  whole 
United  States.  There  has  been  several  smaller  collec- 
tions of  manuscripts  received,  some  of  exceedingly  great 
interest. 

Needs 

No  report  would  be  complete  unless  it  spoke  of 
something  needed.  Our  needs  are  the  same  as  with  all 
libraries  of  this  nature.  The  endowment  I  shall  leave 
for  the  President  to  speak  of.     I  have  called  attention 
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to  the  steel  stacks  that  have  been  put  in  for  the  news- 
papers. The  greatest  need  now  is  the  steel  stacks  for 
the  books  on  the  third  floor  and  the  cases  for  the  manu- 
scripts and  maps.  It  is  hard  to  separate  these  two 
items.  We  are  working  to  great  disadvantage  in  not 
having  shelf  room  for  our  books.  It  would  expedite 
matters  greatly  if  we  had  room  to  shelve  all  the  uncat- 
alogued  books  where  they  could  be  easily  reached.  Then 
again  we  cannot  attempt  to  touch  the  magnificent  col- 
lection on  the  Civil  War,  which  the  President  has  placed 
in  the  building,  until  this  is  done.  Estimates  have  been 
obtained  for  this  work,  but  the  funds  are  lacking.  It 
has  not  made  so  much  difference  the  last  year,  but  with 
the  return  of  our  cataloguer,  we  shall  wish  to  push  the 
work  along  as  lively  as  possible.  Last  year  the  sugges- 
tion was  offered  that  it  would  be  exceedingly  helpful  in 
increasing  our  collection,  if  different  friends  of  the  So- 
ciety would  assume  the  collecting  of  books  along  certain 
lines.  The  suggestion  was  further  made  that  they  take 
certain  states  and  be  sponsor  for  these.  We  are  very 
glad  to  report  that  in  accordance  with  these  suggestions, 
Mr.  Wade  has  very  generously  backed  up  our  proposi- 
tion on  the  state  of  New  Jersey.  Another  friend  Mr. 
George  B.  Shepard  has  offered  to  stand  back  of  Ver- 
mont. Prof.  E.  J.  Benton  before  leaving  for  Europe 
last  summer,  volunteered  to  be  responsible  for  another 
state.  There  is  still  room  and  need  for  individual  back- 
ing on  the  states  of  Connecticut,  New  Hampshire, 
Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts  and  Virginia  as  well  as 
the  other  older  states.  Will  not  some  of  our  members 
whose  ancestral  homes  have  been  located  in  the  east, 
take  pride  in  seeing  that  our  collections  are  made  as 
complete  as  possible  along  this  line? 
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Library — General  Work 

Aside  from  the  regular  reference  work  of  the 
Library,  which  has  and  will  increase  more  from  year  to 
year,  as  the  collections  come  to  be  better  known,  the 
work  of  the  librarian  and  the  other  assistants  has  been 
largely  devoted  to  that  of  assembling,  collating,  sorting 
out  of  the  duplicates,  the  writing  of  slips  of  uncat- 
alogued  material  etc.  in  preparation  for  the  return  of 
Miss  Claflin,  head  of  the  cataloguing  department. 

Miss  Claflin  has  been  away  for  some  months  on  a 
leave  of  absence  in  order  to  carry  on  some  advanced 
studies  in  cataloguing  at  the  New  York  Public  Library. 
She  will  return  early  in  June  and  resume  her  work. 
The  time  has  not  been  wasted  during  her  absence  for 
the  detail  work  of  preparation  had  to  be  done  and  will 
be  in  better  shape  for  more  rapid  work  when  that  part 
of  the  cataloguing  is  taken  up  again. 

It  is  with  deepest  regret  that  we  have  lost  Miss 
Tiffany  who  gave  up  her  work  on  account  of  her  mar- 
riage last  March.  Always  faithful  to  any  task  assigned 
to  her,  she  proved  the  most  thoughtful,  conscientious 
and  dependable  assistant.  She  stayed  with  us  up  to  the 
day  of  her  marriage  in  order  to  complete  the  bibliog- 
raphy of  the  King  Collection,  rather  than  to  leave  the 
work  unfinished. 

Miss  Ward,  who  has  held  the  position  of  Librarian, 
has  handed  in  her  resignation  to  take  place  at  such  time 
as  may  seem  best,  not  later  than  August  or  September 
1st.  She  has  expressed  her  willingness  to  remain  until 
the  return  of  Miss  Claflin.  For  some  time  she  has  rec- 
ognized that  the  climate  of  Cleveland  was  not  good  for 
her  health  and  against  the  wishes  of  her  physician  she 
has  stayed  on.     Miss  Ward  has  been  devoted  to  the 
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work  of  the  Society  and  has  been  methodical  and  pains- 
taking in  all  the  work  she  has  had  to  do.  It  was  soon 
after  her  coming,  some  five  years  ago,  that  the  work  of 
rearranging  and  cataloguing  our  collection  was  com- 
menced. The  work  has  been  pushed  on  as  rapidly  as 
could  be  with  the  force  we  have  had  and  the  detail  work 
that  has  fallen  upon  it  to  do.  The  statistics  of  the 
library  for  the  year  1913-1914  are  as  follows:

Part  II 


INTRODUCTION 

In  the  surveying  party  which  the  Connecticut 
Land  Company  sent  to  the  Western  Reserve  in  1796 
Moses  Cleaveland  was  General  Superintendent,  Au- 
gustus Porter,  Principal  Surveyor  and  Seth  Pease,  As- 
tronomer and  Surveyor,  or  Mathematician. 

These  three  men  with  five  other  surveyors  formed 
the  chiefs  of  the  first  expedition.  They  returned  to 
Connecticut  in  October-November,  Moses  Cleaveland 
and  Porter  did  not  return  to  the  Western  Reserve  the 
following  year  to  complete  the  surveys.  Pease  then  be- 
came the  Principal  Surveyor.  The  organization  of  the 
party  was  entrusted  to  him.  His  home  was  at  Suffield 
on  the  Connecticut  River  above  Hartford.  Pease  went 
to  Schenectady,  New  York,  in  April  1797  to  organize 
his  surveying  party  for  the  second  season.  Eight  sur- 
veyors were  associated  with  him  in  his  work. 

He  returned  to  Connecticut  a  second  time  in  No- 
vember 1797.  All  the  townships  east  of  the  Cuyahoga 
and  the  capital  town  of  New  Connecticut,  Cleaveland, 
had  been  laid  out.  He  was  engaged  in  1798  and  1799 
surveying  the  Holland  Purchase  in  Western  New  York 
and  later  became  Assistant  Post  Master  General  during 
President  Jefferson's  first  term.  In  1806  the  United 
States  Government  sent  him  to  run  the  southern  bound- 
ary of  the  Western  Reserve,  West  of  the  Cuyahoga 
river. 

Seth  Pease's  field  notes  became  the  chief  official 
accounts  of  these  surveys.  He  also  kept  full  journals 
or  diaries  of  his  movements.  These  field  notes  and 
journals  together  with  memoranda  and  a  large  corre- 
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spondence  constitute  an  important  body  of  sources  for 
the  early  history  of  the  Western  Reserve  territory.  The 
first  published  map  of  this  region  was  drafted  by  Pease 
in  1797. 

The  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society  possesses 
thirteen  volumes  of  the  Pease  manuscripts  besides  the 
field  books.  A  few  extracts  from  the  journals  were 
used,  often  not  verbatim,  in  Whittlesey's  Cleveland,  but 
otherwise  these  sources  remain  unprinted.  There  are 
published  here  (1)  the  Journal  of  1796,  covering  the 
journey  to  the  Western  Reserve  and  the  surveys  during 
the  first  Summer. 

(2)  The  Journal  from  Cleaveland  to  Canandai- 
gua,  New  York,  Fall  of  1796; 

(3)  The  Journal  from  Canandaigua  to  Suffield; 

(4)  The  Journal  to  New  Connecticut  in  the 
Spring  of  1797.  The  latter  describes  the  outward  jour- 
ney. (5)  The  Journal  on  the  Reserve  and  at  Cleave- 
land with  the  surveys  of  the  second  season  and  finally 
(6)  the  Journal  of  the  return  to  Connecticut  in  the 
Winter  of  1797-1798.  The  Journals  form  volumes  two 
and  six  in  the  Society's  Collection.  Volume  six  has  had 
an  interesting  history.  After  having  been  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  Society  for  many  years  it  disappeared 
either  as  the  result  of  a  loan,  or  a  theft.  For  many 
years  the  present  Director  tried  in  vain  to  find  it. 
Finally  the  President  of  the  Society  called  the  Direct- 
or's attention  to  some  valuable  journals  of  Seth  Pease 
which  he  had  purchased  some  ten  years  before  of  a 
dealer  in  rare  books  (long  before  he  became  interested 
in  the  Society)  and  which  had  been  handsomely  bound 
in  London  by  Riviere.  On  comparison  of  marks  and 
records  it  was  discovered  that  this  was  the  missing  vol- 
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urne.  It  is  needless  to  add  that  the  President  of  the  So- 
ciety found  pleasure  in  returning  the  manuscript  to  its 
former  resting  place. 

The  journals  are  reprinted  without  comment.  A 
few  cases  of  astronomical  observations  have  been  omit- 
ted because  not  directly  connected  with  the  journals. 
The  omissions  however  have  been  indicated  in  the  text. 

In  some  cases  the  details  in  the  items  of  expense 
may  become  wearisome  to  the  general  reader,  but  they 
are  reprinted  in  full  for  their  value  to  the  student  of 
economic  history.  The  long  journeys  between  Connec- 
ticut and  New  Connecticut  were  made  partly  by  horse 
and  partly  by  boat.  It  is  believed  that  the  information 
about  the  persons  connected  with  these  surveys,  the 
description  of  the  modes  of  travel,  the  life  in  camp,  the 
prices  of  food  and  other  supplies  and  the  descriptions  of 
these  early  explorations  in  Northern  Ohio  will  each  have 
its  value  to  the  students  of  Western  history.  The  ex- 
plorers were  greatly  interested  in  their  discoveries  of 
Salt  Springs  and  "Burning  Springs"  but  formed  no 
idea  of  their  value  to  the  future  inhabitants.

May  the  9th  1796  I  gave  my  Receipt  to  Esq. 
Phelps  for  1200  Dollars  which  I  am  to  pay  to  Tod  & 
Seymour  of  New  York 

I  drew  an  Order  on  Augustus  Porter  for  80  Dol- 
lars in  favour  of  Esq  Phelps  in  consequence  of  my  Re- 
ceiving 80  Dollars  for  my  Traveling  Expences —  &c.

got  a  pass — we  Camped  about  7  miles  west  of  the  Fort.

43°-22'  North  Course  of  Shore  Longitude  from  Green- 
wich at  3  hr  35'  P.  M.  at  night  we  Camped  at  the 
mouth  of  a  streem.  hard  thunder  storms  all  night  .... 
Camped  at  Gerandergut  Harbour 
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Thursday  June  9th  1796.  about  10  miles  west  of 
Genessee  River.  Afternoon  *  *  *  We  camped 
in  Sand  Creek  Friday  &  Saturday  Winds  a  head  & 
high,    we  Lay  by  at  Sand  Creek. 

Sunday  June  12  1796  we  went  a  good  Distance 
Encamped  at  night  on  upland  a  harbour  on  Each  Side 
of  us. 

Monday  wind  not  favourable  we  rowed  hard  all 
hands  I  paid  3/  for  Brandy  0.37%  arrived  at  Niag- 
ara Fort 

Monday  about  4  O.C.  P.  M.  Quartered  at  Wires 
Newark.  Supper  2/6  paid  0  -  32%;  Glass  Wine,  0-6; 
Lodging.  Tuesday  3  meals  Gill  Rum  0  -  50 ;  my  pas- 
sage from  Oswego  River  falls  to  Niagara  Fort,  3  Dol. ; 
My  Tavern  Bill  at  Mr.  Wires  at  Newark  was  6.85 
from  the  13th  until  21  day  of  June.  I  paid  to  Mr. 
Walli  for  a  stand  for  Quadrant  3.00.  To  the  Silver- 
smith for  the  use  of  tools  some  Labour,  Brass  &  a  screw- 
driver 3.00.  For  Sealing  wax  &  Screws  for  Quadrant 
.75. 

June  21st  tuesday  I  paid  for  2  Dinners  at  the 
Landing  0  -  50 ;  Wednesday  I  paid  out  for  milk  0  -  6 ; 
for  cloth  0-25;  for  silk  &c  0  - 14;  milk  for  our  Efrnner 
0-12. 

June  26   I  drew  a  Pair  of  shoes. 

June  21.  I  set  out  from  Niagara  Fort  or  Newark 
went  on  foot  to  the  Landing  above  the  falls — viewed 
the  Cataract  of  Niagara  it  takes  a  stone  3  Seconds  to 
fall  from  the  top  of  the  Rock  to  the  Bottom. 

22d.  We  went  on  as  far  as  Buffaloe  Creek — the 
Council  began  21  &  ended  Friday  following — the  Pres- 
ent made  the  Indians  was  D.500.  New  York  Courency 
in  Goods — this  the  western  Indians  Received — 
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To  the  eastern  Indians  they  gave  2  Beef  Cattle  & 
100  Gall  of  Whisky. — the  western  also  had  Provisions 
to  help  them  home — 

The  Indians  had  their  keeping  during  the  Council. 

Saturday  June  25th  1796.     *     *     * 

Monday  June  27  we  started  from  Buffalo  Creek 
11  O.C.  to  Cross  Lake  Erie  steared  S  35°  E  our  Lati- 
tude at  noon  42°  50  north  got  to  Catawaugus  a  Con- 
venient Harbour. 

Tuesday  June  28th  we  got  under  way  about  a  mile 
the  wind  sprang  up  a  head  we  tacked  about  &  made  the 
Harbour,  high  winds  and  some  rain. 

Friday  July  1,  1796  we  started  from  Catawaugus 
Camped  on  the  Lake  Shore  our  Latitude  42°  14  Night 
Calm  and  Clear. 

Saturday  we  got  to  Presque  Isle  about  lOh  P.M. — 
in  the  afternoon  we  crossed  the  bay  &  camped  on  the 
Beach. 

Sunday  Winds  a  head. 

Sunday  July  3, 1796. 

On  Examination  of  the  Quadrant  we  found  that 
180°  measured  180°  4'  by  the  Cetant.  We  went  on  as 
far  as  the  Portage  got  our  boats  &  loading  over  & 
Camped. 

Monday  July  4. — Independence  I  traveled  by  land 
good  walking  on  the  shore  the  Banks,  high  Springs  & 
Streams  very  Plenty  &  Good  we  discovered  Pennsyl- 
vania North  line  about  3  o.c.  P.M.  a  stone  marked  on 
the  north  side  and  on  the  South  Pennsylvania  42°  North 
Latitude — Variation  7'  30"  West. 

Monday  July  4, 1796  we  that  came  by  land  arrived 
at  the  confines  of  New  Connecticut  &  gave  3  cheers  pre- 
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cisely  at  5.O.C.  P.M.  We  then  proceeded  to  Con- 
neaught  at  5.o.c.  &  30 —  our  Boats  got  on  an  hour 
after. — we  Pitched  our  tents  on  the  East  Side. 

Tuesday  5th  at  camp — 

6th  we  traversed  the  Lake  shore  from  the  stone  at 
42 °N.  Latitude  to  the  stone  at  the  North  End  of  Penn- 
sylvania Line. 

7  Thursday  afternoon  we  began  to  measure  the 
East  line  of  New  Connecticut  we  run  about  2  miles 
South  &  encamped  by  a  Pond  in  a  swamp,  a  plenty  of 
Gnats  &  Musketoes — poor  water. 

Friday  we  run  about  5  miles  we  cross  Creek  Inde- 
pendence—Land about  middling — went  back  One  mile 
to  camp,    poor  water. 

Sept.  29th,  1796.     Town  of  Cleavland. 

Received  of  SamZ  Devenport  105  Cents  for  Pro- 
vision I  purchased  for  him  when  we  came  on  toward  this 
Place. 
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From  Cleavland  to  Canandaigua,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  18- 

Nov.  1,  1796. 

Tuesday  October  18th.  1796  we  started  from 
Cleaveland  at  the  mouth  of  Cuyahoga  about  3  O.C. 
P.M.  the  mouth  of  the  river  was  much  obstructed  by 
the  sand  bar  occasioned  by  a  violent  gale  from  the  north- 
ward the  day  before,  with  some  dificulty  we  reached 
the  Lake  the  winds  were  off  Land  and  somewhat  a 
head,  we  rowed  untill  night  &  camped  on  the  beach 
about  50  Rods  west  of  the  N.W.  Corner  of  Euclid  our 
number  was  14  viz. 

Mr.  Augustus  Porter,  Milton  Holley,  Joseph 
Tinker,  Richard  M.  Stodard,  James  Hacket,  George 
Proudfoot,  Charles  Parker,  Amzi  Atwater,  James 
Hamilton,  Stephen  Benton,  Warren  Shepherd,  Nathan 
Chapman,  Ralph  Bacon  and  myself. 

This  being  a  clear  moon  light  night — after  resting 
till  3  O.C.  we  put  to  Sea,  the  wind  off  land  was  favour- 
able, we  pass  along  by  the  Township  of  Euclid  the 
banks  of  which  are  not  high,  the  beach  for  the  most  part 
good  we  put  ashore  where  2  small  runs  empties  into  the 
Lake  near  the  Eastern  part  of  Euclid  I  walked  by  land 
a  small  distance  to  a  Settlement  begun  by  the  Cana- 
darqua  Company  Maj .  Well  agent — received  some  pro- 
vision which  had  been  lent  them — by  this  time  swells 
had  increased  to  a  considerable  degree  we  again  rowed 
&  sailed  till  about  day  break  when  began  to  Shift 
&  directly  sprang  up  fresh  from  the  north — I  was 
considerable  sea  sick  &  some  others  aboard  we  were

in  hopes  to  get  as  far  as  Grand  river  but  the  wind  and 
swell  increased  to  that  degree  that  we  were  obliged  to 
run  ashore  on  the  beach  &  haul  our  boat  on  to  the  Sand. 

Wednesday  Oct  19th  1796.  It  was  between  the 
hours  of  7  &  8  this  morning  when  we  run  ashore,  sky 
overcast,  we  Pitch  the  Markee  by  a  small  spring  run, 
not  far  from  the  Line  that  divides  the  9  and  10th 
Ranges  of  townships,  winds  continued  high  and  con- 
trary all  day  &  the  night  following  we  lay  by — 

Thursday  20  th  we  got  under  way  about  sunrise  but 
little  wind  &  swell  small,  we  pass  by  Grand  River,  the 
winds  spring  up  a  fresh  from  the  N.E.  we  again  put 
ashore  at  noon  by  a  spring  which  emits  Inflamable  Air 
it  is  near  the  place  where  the  line  ought  to  be  that  will 
divide  the  6th  &  7th  Ranges. 

Friday  21st  got  under  way  2h  45'  morning  rowed 
to  Coneaught  arrived  there  a  few  minutes  before  one 
O.C.  P.M.  some  wind  mostly  a  head. 

Saturday  22nd  started  at  45'  after  3  O.C.  in  the 
Morning,  wind  off  shore,  it  continued  favourable  till  we 
reached  Presque  Isle  Peninsula,  about —  we  were 
almost  one  hour  in  crossing  it.  we  got  to  Presque  Isle 
before  noon  were  detained  all  the  rest  of  the  day,  here 
Mr.  Tinker  left  us. 

Sunday  23d  started  at  lh  25'  in  Morning,  wind 
fair  off  Land  which  continued  &  increased  shifting 
rather  to  the  westward  about  noon  exceeding  fair  we 
reach  18  mile  Point  before  sunset  &  got  to  Buffaloe 
Creek  at  half  after  10  O.C.  at  night. 

Monday  24-  started  from  Buffaloe  Creek  10'  be- 
fore nine  in  the  Morning  I  saw  Mr  Eli  Granger  on  my 
way  down  the  River  between  11  &  12  O.C.  on  the  great 
Island  there  he  was  disposed  to  return  to  Genesse. 
Informed  of  that  my  Family  &  Friends  at  Suffield  were 
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well  &  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Granger  of  W.  Dan  King's 
Wife  &  Mother  we  arrived  at  Chippeway  or  the  uper 
Landing  at  %  after  one —  Immediate  secured  a  pas- 
sage for  our  Boat  Baggage  &  such  passenger  as  chose 
to  ride  across  the  Portage  3/  Y.C.  (York  Currency), 
we  put  up  at  Maj  Ingersol  at  Queenstown — took  sup- 
per. Tuesday  25th  We  start — got  to  the  lower  Land- 
ing Newark,  take  breakfast — Start  %  after  10  in 
Morning,  gentle  breeze  from  N.E.  Calm  lake  Over 
Cast  sky — afternoon  Calm  rowed  to  a  little  beach  on  a 
rocky  Shore  landed  after  5  O.C.  having  come  about  20 
miles  from  Niagara  Garrison — the  banks  thus  far  are 
low  &  to  appearance  not  more  than  10  or  15  ft.  in  gen- 
eral &  the  shore  so  bold  that  boats  may  run  near  to  land 
with  safety — there  is  considerable  Oak  timber  along  the 
shore,  the  land  back  seems  to  be  level. 

Wednesday  Oct  26th  we  started  at  4  O.C.  Morn- 
ing winds  rather  a  head,  we  passed  Golden  harbour, 
Eagle  Nest  and  on  to  oak  Orchard  arrived  here  about 
noon.  Wind  N.E.  here  is  a  creek  that  appears  to  have 
an  open  mouth  at  all  seasons  of  the  year  and  is  a  good 
harbour  to  enter  &  secure  boats — we  suppose  it  to  be  the 
Tontewanta  Creek — we  lye  wind  bound  the  rest  of  the 
day— and  all  Thursday  27th— Wind  N.E.— at  6h  &  15' 
afternoon  &  we  started  &  rowed  all  night  the 
wind  off  land  &  rather  a  head — a  clear  star- 
light night  &  very  cold — we  got  into  Runder- 
gut  bay  7h  45  in  the  morning  of  Friday  28th — 
we  went  ashore  &  cooked  breakfast — started  again  just 
at  9  O.C.  A.M.  &  rowed  up  the  bay — near  the  mouth  it 
is  shoal  water  &  obstructed  very  much  by  bullrushes — it 
took  us  about  one  hour  to  get  through  them  afterward 
the  water  is  deep  &  the  navigation  good,  we  were  again 
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obstructed  by  shoals — were  obliged  to  wade  a  consider- 
able distance — at  length  reached  the  Channel. 

Friday  28th  about  noon  we  arrived  at  the  landing 
a  few  minutes  past  1  O.C.  P.M.  very  much  fatigued 
with  our  voyage  we  found  nobody  at  Mr  Dunbars — 
here  we  waited  until  Mr  Dunbar  returned — we  not  be- 
ing able  to  get  our  baggage  on  to  day  concluded  to  tarry 
here  tonight — 

Saturday  29th  our  expences  at  Dunbars  was  5/8  of 
a  dollar  each — Dinner  1/9 — York  Courency 

Lodged  at  Mr  Sandburns — Canadaiqua  untill 
Monday  afternoon,  in  which  Time  my  Bill  was  5  Meals 
2  lodgins  1  Sling  Liquor  8/0;  some  Liquid  Laudnum 
1/0. 

Monday  at  evening  I  went  to  Well  for  Quarters — 
Tuesday  Nov.  1 — Expence  of  the  day  York  Courency 
Breakfast  0  -  6d  Washing  2/6  Wednesday  Morning 
my  Bill  at  Col.  Wells 
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Return  Journey  From   Canandaigua,   N.   Y.,  to 
Suffield,  Connecticut,  Nov.  2-13,  1796. 

Wednesday  November  2nd  1796  My  bill  at  Coil 
Wells  0-6-0  I  sold  him  my  trunk  &  a  sugar  box  for 
12/-   I  set  out  about  10  O.C.  A.M.  Dinner  0-1-6 

I  travelled  to  Geneva  where  I  lighted  on  one  Mr. 
Bradley  who  was  travelling  to  Whitestown  we  set  out 
from  Geneva  about  %  after  4  O.C.  afternoon,  we  went 
an  old  road  traveled  untill  late — we  crossed  the  outlet 
of  the  lake  &  lodged  at  one  Riley's.

Journal  to  New  Connecticut. 

1797 

I  began  my  Journey  to  the  Connecticut  Western 
Reserve  Monday  April  3d  1 797— about  10  O.C.  A.M. 
— I  was  detained  at  Esq  Phelpes  &  to  have  my  horse 
shod  until  Afternoon.  I  went  as  far  as  Westfield. 
Lodged  at  Gen.  Shepherds.  This  day  has  been  warm 
&  pleasant. 

Tuesday  4th  I  travelled  to  Pitsfield  the  way  some 
part  very  bad — the  weather  pleasant. 

Wednesday — The  weather  continues  pleasant  and 
the  way  bad  untill  I  had  passed  the  mountains,  then 
very  good.  I  arrived  at  the  Ferry  about  sunset — 
lodged  at  Albany  at  Trobridges.  I  spoke  this  evening 
with  Mr.  Thos.  Mather  &  gave  him  my  letters,  he 
agreed  to  go  to  Schenectady  tomorrow  with  me,  to  pro- 
cure boats  &c.    I  left  300  crowns  in  his  care. 
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Thursday  6th  I  rode  to  Schenectady  this  morning 
and  waited  for  Mr.  Mather  untill  both  fore  &  afternoon 
stages  arrived  and  on  finding  that  he  had  not  come  to 
town  I  left  my  Portmanteau  &c  at  Plats  Tavern — and 
set  out  for  Ballstown  about  6  O.C.  P.M.  and  arrived 
there  about  8  at  night  and  put  up  at  Hollisters.  this 
morning  was  lowery  &  a  small  sprinkling  of  Rain,  then 
cleared  off  fair  the  rest — a  very  pleasant  Evening. 

Friday  7th  In  the  morning  I  called  on  Mr.  Fred- 
erick Youngs  to  procure  some  surveying  compasses — he 
is  doubtful  as  to  his  being  able  to  furnish  me  with  3  by 
the  15th  of  April  However  I  requested  him  to  make 
them  as  fast  as  possible  which  he  consented  too — I  then 
set  out  for  Schenectady  again  about  10  O.C.  in  the 
morning  &  got  in  about  1  O.C.  P.M.  on  my  arrival  I 
found  Mr.  Mather  had  come  in  with  the  morning  stage 
and  had  agreed  with  Mr.  Prince  to  furnish  me  with  as 
many  Boats  Oars  &c  as  I  should  chose  to  take.  Maj 
Shepherd  came  in  with  the  afternoon  stage.  This 
morning  cool  &  pleasant,  about  noon  cloudy,  and  at 
Evening  Rainy.

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I  paid  for  washing  1/ 

Thursday  May  11th  we  took  our  departure  from 
Gerundegut  at  6  2/4  O.C.  in  morn  our  fleet  consisted 
of  6  Boats  in  the  care  of  Maj  Amos  Spafford,  Seth 
Hart,  Seth  Pease,  Thos  Tinker,  David  Beard  &  N. 
Redfield.  I  left  one  Boat  in  the  care  of  Moses  Warren 
Esqr  to  bring  on  the  Whiskey  &  other  stores  we  ex- 
pected this  day,  we  reached  the  outlet  of  the  Bay  a  little 
before  nine — made  a  short  stop  &  then  proceeded,  the 
wind  some  part  of  the  day  was  very  favourable  tho 
light  we  made  but  very  little  stop  untill  we  reached 
Oak  Orchard. 

Thursday  May  11th  1797  which  was  l/2  past  8  O.C. 
this  evening  the  men  much  fatiaged  with  rowing — we 
got  about  40  or  45  miles  west  of  the  mouth  of  Gerand- 
gut  Bay. 

Friday  May  12  1797.  we  started  this  morning  be- 
tween 6  &  7  O.C.  Winds  ahead  rowed  hard  all  day  4 
of  our  boats  run  into  a  small  stream  &  took  out  a  part 
of  their  loading  Major  Spafford  &  my  boat  went  on 
about  3  miles  to  a  good  harbour  called  18  Mile  Creek 
being  about  that  distance  from  Niagara.  I  remember 
encamping  at  this  place  Last  year  when  going  to  the 
Reserve.  The  wind  the  latter  part  of  the  day  very  high 
&  westerly. 

Saturday  May  13th  1797 — we  lay  wind  bound  at 
this  place  all  day,  at  night  the  other  boats  came  up 
with  us. 

Sunday  14th  May  we  started  about  6  O.C.  Rowed 
within  about  4  miles  of  the  Garrison  after  we  had  a 
moderate  wind  in  our  favour. 

Arrived  at  the  Garrison  about  11  O.C.  A.M.  I 
handed  a  letter  to  the  Commanding  Officer  Capt  Bragg 
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I  went  into  the  Garrison  but  no  stranger  at  this 
time  was  permitted  to  view  the  works  which  were  said 
to  be  undergoing  an  alteration — afternoon  we  pro- 
ceeded up  to  Queenston — we  find  that  were  likely 
to  be  detained  some  time  for  want  of  teams  to  help  us 
over  the  Portage.  Monday  15th  May  1797  we  took  out 
17  lb  chocolate,  we  concluded  that  two  boats  should  go 
back  to  Gerundegut  &  bring  on  the  rest  of  the  stores 
Beard  &  Tinker  took  the  charge  of  the  boat  No  278-280 
they  took  stores  to  both  boats

&c  which  Mr  Hart  will  shew  you

Sunday  11th  June  1797 — We  run  a  little  beyond 
Peases  or  my  line  &  encamped  for  the  night  on  the  east 
shore —  left  a  line  at  Tinkers  Creek  for  the  horse  party 
we  had  some  logs  to  cut  off  in  order  to  pass  for  the  horse 
party 

Monday  12th  June  —  after  we  had  passed  an  Is- 
land the  water  is  shoal —  he  Atwater  came  up  with  the 
horses —  he  just  before  had  killed  8  Rattle  Snakes — 6 
of  which  he  brought  with  him  to  cook  — 
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Tuesday  13th  June  1797  at  Cuyahoga  River  on  the 
Line  between  No  4  &  No  5  —  Major  Spafford  party 
started  about  noon  this  day  to  run  the  rest  of  the  Line 
between  No  4s  &  No  5s  —  his  horses  lost  2  Shoes  he  sent 
back  for  Reynolds  to  shew  them  —  Showery  day  for  the 
most  part — 

Wednesday  this  morning  Mr.  Beard  arrived  here 
with  news  that  both  boats  had  arrived  at  Cleaveland  last 
Sunday  night  about  10  OC  at  night  they  left  one  load 
at  Conneought  &  brough  on  Mr  Kingsbury  family  — 
Tinker  was  to  return  &  bring  the  load  left  at  Conne- 
ought —  they  left  22  barrels  at  Chippeway  —  They  had 
all  been  well  —  had  been  hindered  by  head  winds  &c — 

We  manned  2  boats  &  proceeded  up  the  River,  left 
Morley  to  keep  stores —  Bignal  went  in  search  of  the 
pack  horse  —  Choat  went  on  after  Majr  Spafford  — 
with  orders  to  have  Atwater  Return 

the  men  that  came  up  the  river  with  Beard  were 
Wm  Barker,  Choat,  Alex  Allen,  Chester  Allen —  & 
two  men  that  came  to  view  the  country  Mr  Brown  &  Mr 
Richey  made  the  following  Observation  for  the  Varia- 
tion of  the  compass  last  night  at  9h  25m  by  the  watch 
the  most  distant  *  in  the  lessor  bear  was  just  passed  the 
vertical  —  the  magnetic  bearing  of  the  Pole  star  at  that 
time  was  N25'  W —  the  needle  lay  25  East  of  the 
Pole  *  —  taken  by  my  Compass 

Wednesday  14  June  1797  we  found  much  diffi- 
culty in  getting  along  the  water  a  considerable  part  of 
this  day  was  very  Shallow  &  Swift  we  turned  the  Bow  & 
encamped  opposite  to  the  Peninsula  an  handsome  land 
level  appears  not  to  be  plowed  we  passed  one  small  creek 
in  the  bend  of  the  bow,  from  the  west. 

Thursday  15  June —  we  found  the  navigation 
much  better  than  it  was  yesterday  we  went  as  far  up- 
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ward  as  I  judged  the  line  between  the  No  3  &  No  4 
would  fall  where  we  arrived  about  one  Oc.  we  left  one 
boat  with  the  loading  of  both  in  the  care  of  Mr  Brown  & 
Mr  Richey  &  set  out  to  go  down  to  our  encampment  on 
Line  No  4  &  No  5  at  2h  8m  PM  where  we  arrived  before 
6  OC  we  found  Mr  Morley  alone  at  the  camp — Bignal 
had  been  at  Camp,  he  had  tracked  the  horse  until  he 
determined  that  he  had  brok  his  fetters,  he  took  break- 
fast &  pursued  on  after  the  horse  not  much  expecting  to 
find  him  short  of  the  mouth  of  the  River  Jotham  At- 
water  returned  to  before  dark  he  says  Choat  lost  the  line 
&  did  not  come  to  them  until  about  11  OC  this  day  he 
left  them  about  noon.  Maj  Spfford  had  run  3  miles 
when  he  left  him 

Friday  16  June  1797 —  This  morning  it  thundered 
&  rain  some  &  looks  likely  for  a  rainy  day  —  I  sent 
Amzi  Atwater  with  a  back  load  of  provisions  to  the  NW 
Corner  of  No  4  in  the  10th  Range,  he  was  to  leave  his 
load  &  return  over  on  the  River  5  Mile  further  south  — 
We  started  with  the  remainder  of  our  stores  about  20' 
past  8  this  morning  &  got  to  the  upper  Camp  about  4 
OC  pM —  this  day  has  been  hot.  some  thunder  &  Rain 
— Atwater  came  into  camp  before  night,  he  inform  us 
that  Mr  Redfield  had  run  to  the  place  I  expected  him  at 
and  was  about  travelling  to  the  River  —  but  that  he  re- 
turned to  his  Line  or  Atwaters  delivering  him  his  mes- 
sage—  at  night  we  had  several  hard  thunder  storms  with 
heavy  Rain  —  I  took  the  level  of  the  waters  on  each 
side  of  the  Peninsula  &  foun  the  Ridge  18  feet  6  in 
above  the  lower  water  &  12  feet  6  in  above  the  uper  so 
that  there  is  just  6  feet  fall  there  is  about  3  or  4  feet 
head  &  possibly  some  more —  a  Rock  bottom  quite 
across  the  River — 
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Saturday  17  th  June  1797  —  We  took  2  Boats  with 
7  Barrels  of  Flour  &  2  large  barrels  of  Pork  &  part  of  a 
barrel  of  beans —  M  Beard  took  the  Charge  of  one  boat 
&  myself  the  other  we  proceeded  up  the  River  near  one 
mile  above  the  a  large  stream  that  comes  to  the  River 
from  the  South,  and  about  to  the  head  of  boat  Naviga- 
tion, we  camped  for  the  night  —  it  began  to  rain  at 
midnight  &  rained  very  hard  the  rest  of  the  night  &  some 
part  of  the  next  day. 

Sunday  18th  June  1797 —  after  landing  our  stores 
&c  we  took  one  boat  &  all  hand  went  down  to  our  next 
encampment  we  were  just  3  hours  on  our  way  &  arrived 
between  11  &  12  OC —  on  my  arrival  I  found  M  Mor- 
ley —  &  Minor  Bicknall  at  camp — Bicknall  had  been  to 
Cleaveland  &  returned  with  the  horse  which  had  got 
there  before  him.  he  lay  out  without  fire  Blanket  or 
much  provision,  one  night  going  &  one  night  Returning 
—  he  brought  Letters  from  MrHart  &  Mr  Stoddard 
which  Informed  me  that  Mr  Tinker  had  started  for 
Conneought  the  13  Instant  that  MrRichard  Stoddard 
had  Arrived  with  his  brother  &  both  were  well  &  wished 
employment  — 

Mr  Redfield  brought  in  his  line     north  of  our  camp 
Monday  )  we  spend  in  washing  &  preparing  to  go 
19  th      )  into  the  bush 

June  )  I  sent  one  boat  down  the  river  by  Thos 
Tupper  Mess — Brown  &  Richey —  I  wrote  to  Stod- 
dard to  survey  more  100  acre  Lots  in  Cleaveland  I  to 
start  for  the  upper  camp  the  7th  day  of  July  with  4  men 
to  run  a  long  line  to  the  Lake  — 

To  Mr  Hart  to  have  Doct.  Shepard  to  come  up  if  he 
could  be  spared 
To  have  Mr  Tinker  when  he  returns  from  Conneought 
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either  assist  Majr  Shepard —  or  Stodder  or  come  up  to 

the  Upper  Camp 

To  Majr  Shiperd  not  to  explore  the  4  South  Numbers 

of  Township  but  leave  them  &  work  North  — 

To  Warham  Shepard  to  assist  Stoddard  &  come  up 

with  him  to  my  Camp. 

Tupper  is  to  return  to  my  Camp  with  one  other  man  & 

one  horse 

Tuesday  20th  June  1797  —  Redfield  party  started 
in  the  morning  —  to  run  the  Line  between  No  3  &  No  4 
from  the  NW  Corner  of  No  3  in  the  10th  Range 

Beard  is  unwell  he  set  out  after  Redfield  had 
started —  with  the  rest  of  our  stores  in  one  boat  to  go  to 
head  Quarters  at  the  head  of  Navigation —  The  other 
men  which  were  with  us  went  with  him —  I  stayed  be- 
hind to  fix  a  Compass  &  to  keep  the  Camp  untill  At- 
water  &  his  party  should  Return  — 

One  of  our  horses  appeared  to  be  stifted  which  was 
not  perceived  untill  this  morning —

Tuesday  20th  June  —  I  examined  my  Compass  & 
found  that  that  open  sight  would  run  about  1/6  of  a 
degree  to  the  right  of  thread  sight  — 

After  fixing  the  green  spirit  level  Compass  I  found 
that  it  run  10  to  the  left  of  mine  with  a  thread  sight — 
at  8  h  13'  in   the   evening   I   ranged   The   North    Star

Wednesday  21  June  1797  — 

Wm  Barker  —  Eli  Kellog  —  Enoch  Eldridge  — 
Luke  Hanchet.  Benj  -  Nye, — Jotham  Atwater  re- 
turned to  my  camp  —  David  Beard  &  Amzi  Atwater 
stay  by  the  stores  at  Head  Quarters  —  it  was  passed 
noon  when  they  arrived  we  got  dinner  &  set  out  to  con- 
tinue the  Line  between  the  10th  &  11th  Ranges  .  we 
measured  from  the  4  mile  post  on  the  bank  of  the  River 
between  No  3  &  No  4 —  run  North  3.50  up  about  against 
the  middle  of  a  sharp  bend  of  the  river —  then  turned 
S  78 °W  (which  is  the  general  course  of  the  river  as  run- 
ning with  the  stream  in  sd  bend)  and  run  to  the  river 
1.00  —  we  then  went  a  few  rods  west  &  measured  across 
a  peninsula  which  is  2.00 
We  then  travelled  east  on 
Redfield  line  after  we  leave  the 
Intervale  for  2  miles  the  land  is  cut  into 
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Sharp  Ridges  of  White  &  black  Oak  intermixed  with 
Hickory  Elm  &c  —  we  camped  N  West  of  the  Corner 
about  60  Rods 

Thursday  morning  22d  of  June  our  pack  horse  is 
out  of  hearing  we  send  several  way  at  length  find  him  — 
this  day  we  had  several  showers —  we  were  much 
troubled  with  Pond  &  Swamps  on  our  line  we  run  but 
about  1%  Miles —  &  Incamped  by  a  bad  Swamp — 
Musketoes  &  Gnats  very  troublesome  — 

Friday  23d  June  —  We  run  to  the  River  here  we 
were  over  taken  by  Thos  Tupper  &  Mr  Stoddard  with  a 
pack  horse  we  travelled  west  to  the  stores  or  Head 
Quarters  which  is  on  the  River  bank  at  the  head  of  boat 
Navigation  —  on  our  Arrival  we  find  Mr  Beard  very  ill 
of  a  Diarrhea  of  Flux  I  gave  some  opium  &  Rhubarb 
after  a  short  time  he  felt  some  easier  his  physic  worked 
in  the  night. 

I  learned  from  Tupper  that  Tinker  had  not  re- 
turned from  Conneought  Doct  Shepard  tarried  at 
Cleaveland  on  Mrs  Stiles  account  who  daily  expect  to 
be  111  — 

(Astronomical  Observations  &  Extracts  from  the 
Nautical  Almanac  1797  omitted — Ed.) 

Saturday  24th  June  —  I  intended  to  have  gone  on 
to  the  Salt  Springs  &  to  Run  the  South  Line,  but  the 
horse  Tupper  brought  me  had  lost  of  2  shoes  &  I  daily 
expected  in  2  other  horses  I  concluded  that  I  had  best 
wait  the  arrival  of  the  other  horses  —  Mr  Atwater  had 
made  a  shelter  that  secured  our  tolerable  well  from  the 
weather — during  our  absence — this  day  we  built  a  bark 
house  sufficiently  Large  for  18  men  to  sleep  in —  I  sent 
Tupper  with  a  letter  to  Green  or  the  Packhorsemen 
which  he  was  to  leave  at  the  Intersection  of  the  line  be-

tween  No  4s  &  No  5  &  the  Line  between  the  10th  &  11th 
Ranges,  the  papers  that  was  left  at  that  place  I  was  in- 
formed by  Tupper  had  been  destroyed  —  he  carried  4 
or  5  lb  of  flour  &  !/2  as  much  pork  to  leave  for  them  in 
case  he  did  not  meet  them  —  at  even  on  our  firing  a  Gun 
we  heard  a  ko-hoop  we  answered  it  several  times  Ex- 
pecting it  to  be  Tupper  or  the  pack  horsemen  or  both  — 
but  on  discharging  a  second  gun  an  Indian  came  to  us 
on  the  opposite  of  the  River —  we  went  over  for  him,  he 
left  his  horse  &  tarried  with  us  all  night  I  examined  him 
very  critically  concerning  the  portage  between  The 
Cuyahoga  &  Tuskeros  branch  of  the  Muskingum  —  I 
understood  by  him  that  there  was  a  portage  nine  bends 
of  the  river  above  the  fall —  which  required  about  4 
hours  travel  to  a  stream  which  interlock  with  the  Cuya- 
hoga &  is  about  4  feet  deep  this  stream  he  calls  Se-wa- 
tau-gun  —  this  stream  receives  a  small  stream  which 
run  by  a  Salt  Spring  he  marked  out  a  great  number  of 
streams  and  amongst  the  rest  one  he  called  Tuskenonut 
which  he  says  has  a  carrying  place  to  a  river  I  think 
must  be  the  Huron,  it  requires  one  day  to  cross  it  —  I 
could  not  learn  that  there  was  an  portage  below  the  falls 
of  the  cuyahoga  that  connected  with  any  Southern 
waters  — 

Beard  continues  very  ill  —  we  are  apprehensive  he 
must  be  removed  to  Cleaveland  Tupper  did  not  arrive 
this  night 

Sunday  25th  June  The  Indian  whose  name  is  Pon- 
tiock  I  sent  back  to  his  camp  to  bring  me  his  father  who 
he  told  me  was  there  but  returned  without  him.  I  sup- 
pose he  was  out  a  hunting  I  determined  to  wait  for  Tup- 
pers  arrival  in  the  meantime  I  shod  the  horse  as  well  as 
I  could  &  took  all  the  pains  possible  to  learn  of  the 
Indian  where  the  Portage  was —  Tupper  returned  a  lit- 
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tie  after  noon —  he  thinks  the  packhorses  had  not  been 
at  the  appointed  place —  I  sent  Ponteeock  after  his 
father.

Eli  Kellog  Dr  to  a  Penknife 

Monday  26 —  sent  Mr  Beard  down  the  River  with 
4  men  with  directions  for  Stoddard  to  start  immediately 
&  run  the  rest  of  the  8th  Meridian —  then  the  rest  of  the 
10th  —  Atwater  to  run  the  rest  of  the  9th  —  I  then  set 
out  for  the  Salt  Spring —  I  took  with  me  Wm  Barker  & 
Eli  Kellog  &  Pontiock 
190  lb  flour      190  )     with  2  horses  belonging  to  the 

75  lb  pork  75  )  Company 
&  one  which  belonged  to  Pontiock  we  traveled  about  3 
miles  east  of  the  10th  meridan  &  passed  the  south  side  of 
a  Pond  of  about  200  acres  when  I  judged  we  had  got 
about  8  or  9  miles  we  crossed  2  streams  near  each  other 
the  2d  a  considerable  Creek  of  about  50  link  both  bear- 
ing away  South-Land  here  about  very  good —  except- 
ing this  it  has  been  chiefly  Oak  Land  —  We  Cross  the 
Cuyahoga  at  about  11  or  12  Miles  as  the  Road  and  9  m 
Easting  the  fording  is  very  good —  we  camped  for  the 
night  at  the  first  run  near  %  Mile  from  the  river  — 
Tuesday  27  —  Started  at  6  O.C.  15'  AM  we  came  to 
branch  of  the  Cuyahoga  about  1/3  course  NW  at  7  OC 
we  passed  the  south  side  of  a  Pond  of  about  80  or  100 
Area,  a  7h  50  came  to  the  same  *  branch  of  Cuyahoga 
appear  some  smaller  course  SW.  at  8h5'  came  to  the 
same  course  N W  —  at  8  OC  50  to  a  Pond  on  the  north 
about  100  Area  —  at  10h  30' 

Crossed  a  stream  course  North  about  .20  wide  with 
some  good  Intervale  upon  it  between  10  &  11  we  crossed 
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2  small  runs  both  to  the  North,  we  travelled  before- 
dinner  about  9  miles  easting —  In  the  afternoon  we 
crossed  a  stream  about  40  wide  flat  stony  bottom  course 
N —  thus  far  the  Principal  part  of  the  timber  is  white 
&  black  Oak  a  small  mixture  of  Iron  wood  &  Hickory — 
the  After  part  of  the  day  the  Timber  was  Oak  Hickory 
Elm  Ash  Maple  Beach  —  Soil  good  This  nigh  I  rec- 
oned  we  camped  about  2  miles  west  of  where  the  5th 
Meridan  will  fall — 

Wednesday  28th  1797  we  travelled  about  a  mile 
&  came  to  a  large  deer  lick  trod  entirely  bare  for  sever- 
al Rods  we  soon  came  to  the  Big  Beaver  course  N. — the 
interval  not  extraordinary  we  went  on  crossed  2  Or  3 
runs  course  N.  came  to  the  4th  Meridan  travelled  about 
1  Mile  to  a  small  spring  by  the  way  —  in  about  one 
mile  further  to  a  small  run  course  N. —  we  found  line  on 
a  W  Oak  Ridge  we  then  went  nearly  2  miles  on  the 
path  in  a  N.E.  direction  &  came  to  the  Salt  Spring 
about  3  OC.  in  the  afternoon  very  much  tired  with  our 
journey. 

NB  soon  after  we  passed  the  Big  Beaver,  Pontiok 
made  sign  to  us  that  he  must  return  to  his  camp  at  Cuya- 
hoga that  an  Indian  had  gone  that  way  &c — I  gave  him 
a  line  to  Atwater  who  I  left  at  Camp  to  give  him  some 
whisky  &  flour  — 

Thursday  29  June  —  Camp  at  Salt  Spring 
Eli  Kellogg  left  camp  at  10'  past  5  in  the  morning 
to  carry  a  letter  to  Esqr  Warren  at  the  10th  mile  post 
on  the  3d  meridian  at  the  same  time  Wm  Barker  left 
camp  to  see  if  Redfield  had  intersected  the  3d  Meridian 
—  In  the  time  of  their  absence  I  fix  up  one  of  the  Ket- 
tles &  boiled  down  a  Camp  kittle  full  of  the  water  of  the 
salt  Spring  the  Kettle  contained  10  wine  quart  &  I  col- 
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lected  about of  Salt  some  stuck  fast  to  the  Kettle — 

Kellog  Returned  about  15  past  8  —  with  word  that 
Warren  Line  was  cut  through  &  had  passed  about  4 
days —  Barker  returned  %  an  hour  afternoon  with 
word  that  he  had  seen  Redfield —  that  Morley  was  un- 
well &  that  Bignall  had  gone  back  with  him  &  the  small 
horse  to  Camp  —  he  brought  me  a  line  from  Mr  Red- 
field  which  informed  me  that  he  had  left  some  provision 
5  mile  back —  also  that  he  crossed  a  large  River  on  the 
Ninth  Range  4thmile  at  27.20  links  course  S  E  swift 
water  2%  feet  deep  1.70  Wide  (this  is  the  Cuyahoga 
which  Mr  Redfield  mistook  for  the  Big  beaver  or  which 
we  have  called  the  Mahoning)  he  writes  that  he  crossed 
the  same  river  in  the  5th  Range  &  at  the  end  of  2d  mile 
(this  last  river  is  the  big  beaver  or  Mahoning) 

I  sent  Barker  after  Esqr  Warren  for  fear  that  he 
would  not  have  seasonable  notice  where  our  Head  Quar- 
ters were  situated —  also  to  have  the  10th  Meridian  con- 
tinued so  that  Majr  Spafford  might  learn  the  same  as 
they  were  both  ignorant  of  it  —  he  started  about  2  OC — 
this  afternoon  —  this  has  been  a  very  hot  day  I  fixed  a 
compass  to  run  to  Warren  line  — 

Friday  the  30th  June  1797 

I  run  West  from  the  Salt  Spring  to  the  Meridian 
between  the  3d  &  4th  Range  one  mile  13  Chains  &  90 
links — "  I  then  measured  from  the  12th  Mile  Post  on  sd 
Meridian  north  untill  I  came  to  the  West  line  from  the 
Salt  Spring  which  was  34  Chains  &  70  links —  The  Salt 
Spring  is  incompassed  with  a  Vat  about  7  or  8  feet 
square  &  about  3  feet  deep  but  the  depth  cannot  well  be 
determined  on  account  of  the  mud  that  had  worked 
into  it —  there  is  a  spring  that  is  but  a  very  little  brack- 
ish to  the  south  of  the  springs  which  may  easily  be 
drained  off  in  a  trough  or  spout — also  the  ground  east  of 
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the  Spring  is  Springy  &  but  little  brackish  this  at  pres- 
ent runs  into  Salt  Spring  but  may  be  carried  over 
it —  the  salt  spring  empties  to  the  north  through  a  small 
drain  in  a  little  Run  of  brackish  water  bearing  away  the 
same  course  &  passed  about  2  Rod  east  of  the  Spring 
There  are  a  number  of  Iron  Kettles  about  the  Spring  to 
the  number  of  11  or  12  most  of  which  would  Contain  6 
or  7 —  Buckets  but  they  are  all  damaged  by  having  their 
legs  &Ears  knocked  off  &  pieces  broken  off  so  as  to  be 
worth  but  little  The  former  works  were  erected  on  the 
east  side  of  the  Run  The  bank  is  gentle  &  Clayy  there 
is  some  cleared  land  on  this  side.where  is  very  pleasant 
camping  ground —  the  water  here  about  are  unpleasant 
being  brackish —  we  cleared  a  spring  about  5  Rod  south 
of  the  Salt  Spring  that  was  tolerable  —  the  timber 
about  the  Spring  is  white  &  black  Oak  &  Hickory  the 
country  level Soil  appears  pretty  good  — 

Saturday  1  July  1797 

I  fixed  a  spout  to  the  salt  Spring  &  found  that  it 
emitted  in  eluding  the  fresh  springs  about  120  Cubic 
Inches  of  Water  in  20  short  beats  of  a  watch  of  which 
there  are  about  290  in  a  minute  —  one  of  the  fresh 
spring  emits  36  Inches  of  Water  in  78  short  beats  of 
a  watch  —  what  fresh  came  into  the  spring  I  could  not 
ascertain  but  think  the  rest  would  not  be  more  than  130 
cubic  Inches  in  one  minute.  The  whole  quantity  that 
runs  from  the  spring  both  salt  &  fresh  is  now  at  the  rate 
of  13  or  14  barrel  per  hour  of  which  about  11  is  of  the 
salt  kind  —  the  water  of  the  spring  is  not  near  as  salt  as 
that  of  the  Ocean  — 

Saturday  1  July  1797 

Kellogg  went  this  morning  with  a  letter  to  leave 
for  Mr  Redfield  where  he  intersected  the  line  between 
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the  3d  &  4th  Ranges —  Showery  the  fore  part  of  the 
day  — 

I  wrote  to  Mr  Redfield  to  have  him  return  on  his 
line  untill  he  got  to  the  4th  Meridian  where  he  left  his 
Provisions  &  then  follow  it  south  untill  he  came  to  me  at 
the  South  line  of  the  Reserve 

Kellogg  returned  &  in  the  afternoon  we  struck  our 
tent  &  travelled  West  on  the  Indian  Path  untill  we  got 
with  about  1  mile  from  the  4th  Meridian  &  encamped  by 
a  Spring 

Sunday  2d  July  —  our  horses  strayed  away.  Kel- 
logg started  after  them  as  soon  as  day  light  Appeared 
he  went  to  the  east  supposing  they  were  making  for  the 
Salt  Spring  —  he  went  Past  them  &  continued  to  the 
salt  springs  &  not  finding  them  he  returned  within  about 
2  Miles  of  Camp  &  found  them,  he  got  to  Camp  about 
9  OC —  we  started  after  11  &  got  to  the  4th  Meridian  at 
noon.  Warren  Intersected  North  of  the  10  m.Post  I 
found  marked  on  a  tree  "June  25"  —  we  travelled  to 
where  Major  Spafford  Intersected  which  was  also  North 
of  the  5  Mile  Post  —  found  a  Letter —  which  says  that 
he  passed  Thursday  29  th  June  sun  an  hour  high  at 
night — that  Phin.  Barker  &  Mr.  Andrews  had  had  fits 
of  Fever  &  Ague  —  that  himself  was  unwell  but  ex- 
pected to  get  through  we  camped  near  the  4th  Mile  Post 
by  a  gutter  of  standing  water 

Monday  3d  July  1797  —  we  moved  south  within 
about  1/3  of  a  Mile  of  the  south  Line  by  a  Gutter  of 
standing  water,  we  could  find  no  better  by  going  to  the 
Line  which  we  did  following  it  East  &  continuing  —  we 
Camped  &  prepared  to  find  the  Meridian.  I  calculate 
on  the  Principle  that  the  Pole  *  greatest  Elongation  on 
the  South  is  2°2l' —  I  took  the  greatest  Elongation  of 
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the  Pole  star  but  as  it  was  somewhat  Cloudy  at  that 
time  I  was  not  sure  that  the  Observation  was  perfect — 

Tuesday  the  4th  July  1797  I  formed  a  Square  of 
ten  feet  Radius  &  placed  it  so  as  to  have  one  side  on  the 
Meridian  &  the  other  on  an  East  &  West  course —  &  cut 
away  the  trees  &  under  brush  a  considerable  distance  & 
set  stakes  to  range  with  the  Cardinal  Point  This  work 
I  did  with  the  greatest  Care  &  Exactness.  The  distance 
of  the  Eye  on  a  level  from  the  plumb  line  made  use  of 
for  determining  the  greatest  Elongation  of  the  Pole 
star  was  14  feet  9%  Inches — 

(Astronomical  Observations  here  omitted — Edi- 
tor.) 

Wednesday  5th  July  1797  Mr  Redfield  &  his  party 
came  to  my  Camp  in  the  afternoon  I  put  the  compass  in 
order  &  found  the  variation  to  1°30'  East  —  but  to  Run 
West  It  required  that  the  Index  should  be  set  at  22'  — 
we  ran  a  %  mile  this  day  &  were  obliged  to  return  to  my 
old  Camp — 

Thursday  6th  July  —  I  run  4%  mile  by  the  middle 
of  the  afternoon  &  was  Obliged  to  encamp  on  account  of 
Rain  —  this  night  I  was  taken  with  a  pain  in  my  head  & 
back  so  that  I  had  little  or  no  rest  — 

Friday  7th  July  —  Mr  Redfield  took  the  com- 
pass—  I  was  so  ill  as  not  to  be  able  to  assist  I  took 
some  Reubarb  but  it  did  not  operate,  in  the  afternoon 
after  I  had  travelled  1%  mile  I  took  a  dose  of  Tartar 
Emetic  This  puked  me  several  times. at  night  I  felt 
some  better  Mr  Redfield  returned  &  encamped  on  the 
27th  mile  as  I  was  not  able  to  go  forward 

Saturday  8  July  —  Iwas  much  better  this  morn- 
ing—

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Mr  Redfield  Run  about  4  miles  &  encamped  for  the 
night  in  the  afternoon  there  was  a  thunder  storm  at- 
tended with  an  heavy  Rain  —  this  night  we  took  the 
variation  by  a  good  observation  &  found  it  to  be  1°  56 
East  we  were  now  almost  32  miles  from  the  Pensylvania 
Line  — 

Sunday  9  th  July  1797 —  This  morning  I  took  the 
compass  &  run  untill  the  after  part  of  the  day  &  then 
Mr  Redfield  the  rest —  the  land  this  day  has  been  very 
rich  &  good  &  well  watered  considerable  under  brush  & 
herbage  —  we  encamped  for  the  Night  South  of  the 
Line — 

Monday  10  th  I  run  about  3  Mile  was  taken  up  with 
a  bad  swamp  —  The  afternoon  was  very  Rainy  &  at- 
tended with  thunder  —

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Friday  July  the  U  1797 

we  left  our  encampment  about  8-OC  this  morning 
The  men  were  exceeding  lame  &  travelled  with  much 
difficulty  we  had  not  travelled  more  than  2  miles  before 
we  met  Atwater.  &  2  or  3  more  men  going  to  take  a 
Meridian  I  made  a  short  halt  to  enquire  the  news  from 
Camp —  I  learned  that  Shepard  was  gone  forward  with 
a  Party  &  was  to  meet  him  —  That  Mess.  Spafford, 
Warren  &  Stoddard  was  at  Camp —  that  George  Gid- 
dings  &  Job  Coe  was  very  unwell  &  that  they  were  sent 
down  to  Cleaveland  in  a  boat,  that  Tinker  had  gone  with 
them  &  4  hands &.  & 

The  timber  on  this  line  is  principally  W  &  B  Oak  & 
Hickory —  there  is  also  Iron  wood,  boxwood,  Maple, 
Bass.  The  soil  good  but  little  water  untill  we  came  to 
the  South  Fork  of  Cuyahoga  which  is  much  the  least 
branch  where  The  Line  Crosses  there  is  2  excellent  mill 
seats  the  banks  on  the  north  side  are  very  sharp  &  high 
but  not  immediately  at  the  waterside  —  we  arrived  at 
Camp  between  1  &  2  OC. 

Saturday  15th  July 

Our  men  are  employed  in  washing  &  mending  their 
clothes  This  day  our  old  frend  Pontiock  came  to  our 
Camp  with  2  other  Indians —  &  a  Squaw  &  3  pappooses. 
they  they  begged  a  little  Whisky  which  I  gave  them.  I 
gave  them  some  Victuals.  Pontiock  pressed  hard  for 
more  whiskey,  I  let  him  have  some  more  which  soon 
made  them  noisy  &  turbulent  it  was  now  night  &  they 
still  insisted  on  having  more  whiskey  which  I  refused 
they  sung  &  danced  &  began  to  swing  their  fists,  we  then 
held  their  hands.  I  demanded  their  knives,  Pontiock 
gave  me  his,  &  as  I  was  holding  Pontiock  a  few  minutes 
after  I  perceived  a  sheath  hanging  to  a  young  Indian 
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which  Pontiock  had  got  mad  with  and  as  I  reached  my 
hand  to  feel  if  it  contained  a  knife,  Pontiock  catched  at 
it  at  the  same  time.  I  wrenched  it  from  his  hand  at  the 
same  time  tearing  knife  &  scabbard  from  the  belt —  the 
Squaw  brought  some  tumplines  &  made  signs  to  have 
them  bound  which  we  readily  did —  we  then  got  their 
other  knifes  &  all  their  Tommy  hocks  &  concealed  them 
untill  the  next  morning 

Sunday  16  th  July  1797  — 

This  morning  Richd  M.  Stoddard  started  from 
Head  Quarters  with  Kenny  &  Andrews,  they  took  with 
them  2  horses  &  Stores  sufficient  for  20  Days  for  2  Sur- 
veyors Parties  together  with  what  Shepard  &  Atwater 
took  with  them  — 

This  morning  our  horse  called  Copperbottom  died 
of  the  blind  Staggers — 

Our  Indians  began  to  plead  for  whiskey  but  I  told 
them  they  should  have  no  more  excepting  on  Pontiock 
account  I  gave  them  at  parting  a  small  dram  —  I  gave 
Pontiock  some  salt —  some  dammaged  flour — &  boney 
piece  of  meat —  &  an  Old  hat  &  Shirt —  he  went  away 
well  pleased — 

Monday  17th  July. this  morning  Mr  Redfleld  start- 
ed from  Camp,  to  finish  the  8th  Meridian  10  miles  of 
which  yet  remained  to  be  run  next  the  South  End — 
then  to  begin  at  the  South  Line  &  run  the  seventh  Me- 
ridian to  the  Lake,  he  took  20  days  Provision — his  as- 
sistants were  Eli  Kellogg  Alex  Allen  Chester  Allen — 
Benj.  Nye —  Joseph  Nye —  &  David  Clark.he  took  3 
horses  &  one  Tent  — 

Monday  17th  July  —  Esqr  Warren  started  with  a 
Party  to  run  the  line  between  Number  two  &  three  in 
the  11th  Range  as  far  as  the  Cuyahoga  then  to  traverse 
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the  River  to  the  Portage —  then  to  traverse  the  Portage 
&  the  Tuskerous  branch  of  Muskg  untill  he  should 
meet  me  as  I  proposed  finishin  the  south  &  then  travers- 
ing the  Tuskerora  &c  his  lands  were  Ezra  Waite,  James 
Hamilton —  Clark  Reynolds —  Thos  Green —  &  Phine- 
has  Barker —  Barker  was  to  return  to  Camp  when  the 
line  was  run  to  Cuyahoga  Mr  Warren  left  Camp  about 
1  OC  P  M  with  5  days  Provisions  This  afternoon 
Alpheus  Choat,  Sam1  Spafford,  Luke  Hanchet  came 
into  Camp  from  the  mouth  of  the  River —  they  bring 
word —  that  the  People  generally  were  sickly  at  that 
Place —  that  David  Beard  was  recovering  his  health  & 
that  the  men  we  sent  down  the  River  were  mending  — 
Majr  Spafford  is  unwell  of  a  kind  of  Intermitting  fever 

Tuesday  18th  July  —  I  set  out  from  Camp  to  run 
the  rest  of  the  south  line  with  Samz  Spafford  &  Oliver 
Culver  Chainmen —  Luke  Hanchett  &  Alpheus  Choat 
Axmen  &  Ezekiel  Morley  packhorseman —  I  arrived  at 
the  Line  4  OC.  pm.     (field  notes  omitted) 

Wednesday  the  19th,  1797 — this  morning  Saml 
Spafford  found  a  swarm  of  Bees  in  a  tree  the  men  soon 
cut  down  the  tree  &  took  the  honey — which  was  sufficient 
to  give  us  a  meal,     (field  notes  here  omitted) 

Tuesday  18th  I  left  Camp  in  order  to  finish  the 
South  Line  my  Assistants  were  Samuel  Spafford  &  Oli- 
ver Culver  chain  bearers  —  Alpheus  Choat  &  Luke 
Hanchet Axmen  —  &  Ezekiel  Morley  packhorse- 
man —  Morley  was  feeble  when  we  left  Camp  —  this 
day  we  travelled  to  the  South  Line  &  run  2  Miles — 

Wednesday  19th  I  run  to  the  Tuskerora  River 
which  is  distant  from  the  Pennsylvania  Line  46  Miles 
8  ch  64  links. 
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Thursday  20th  I  traverse  about  4  miles  — 
This  night  Mr  Morley  who  has  been  unwell  ever 
since  we  started  is  much  worse  —  Just  at  day  break  I 
gave  him  Peppermint  &  a  Portion  of  Tartar  Emitic 

Friday I  leave  Hanchet  to  help  on  Morley 

who  rode  the  Pack  Horse  not  being  able  to  walk —  this 
afternoon  I  found  trees  marked  by  Mr  Warren  with 
which  I  connected  my  work  we  hailed  them  &  found 
them  at  the  south  end  of  the  Portage  we  got  to  him  so 
as  to  start  for  Camp  just  at  3  OC  PM — 

We  were  3  hours  &  12  minutes  crossing  the  Port- 
age which  is  8  Mile —  the  country  along  the  Portage  is 
thinly  timbered  with  White  &  black  Oak,  Hickory, 
Maple  some  Bass —  The  soil  is  Rich  &  good  there  is  a 
large  growth  of  herbage  but  no  under  brush.  It  ap- 
pears to  be  excellent  for  grain  &  Grass —  there  are  some 
small  Runs —  after  we  arrived  at  Cuyahoga  it  took  us  an 
hour  to  reach  our  Camp  which  is  up  the  River  from  the 
Portage  so  that  we  got  in  about  Sunset —  we  found 
Majr  Spafford  very  ill  of  the  Dysentery. 


Saturday  22  July  —  It  was  thought  advisable  that 
Esqr  Warren  should  take  the  3  horses  &  Stores  suffi- 
cient to  perform  two  exploring  boughts  as  Majr  Spaf- 
ford was  not  likely  to  be  able  to  assist  in  that  business  — 
the  hands  that  accompanied  Mr  Warren  were  Col.  Ezra 
Waite,  Clark  Reynolds  &  Thos  Green —  they  were 
almost  ready  to  start  from  Camp  when  I  left  it  which 
was  about  11  Oc  in  the  fore  noon —  the  men  that  accom- 
panied me  with  the  boat  were  Alpheus  Choat,  Sam 
Spafford,  L  Hanchet,  O  Culver,  James  Hamilton — 
MajrSparTord  &  Morley  was  very  sick  &  I  was  not  well 
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but  able  to  keep  about  —  our  boat  was  heavily  loaded 
with  Baggage  &  the  water  low  the  men  were  obliged  to 
wade  most  of  the  way —  we  down  to  the  line  between 
the  Number  3  &  4  this  day  &  encamped 

Sunday  23d  July  we  find  it  very  difficult  getting 
along  I  was  obliged  to  wade  considerable  &  lift  at  the 
boat  —     we  camped  this  night  on  No  5-11  Range 

Monday  24th  July  The  water  is  deeper  we  made 
oars  &  were  able  Row  the  Rest  of  the  way.  we  had  a 
thunder  shower  This  afternoon  we  got  to  the  mouth  of 
The  River  about  3  OC  PM  —  On  my  arrival  at  Head 
Quarters  I  found  our  sick  recovering  at  this  time  Beard, 
Coe,  George  Giddings  &  Canfield  were  sick —  Majr 
Spafford  &  Morley  came  with  me  sick  also  Solomon 
Gidding  had  arrived  at  head  quarters  about  half  an  hour 
before  me —  he  brings  word  that  Shepard  &  Atwater 
had  been  obliged  to  discontinue  their  Line  after  running 
it  16  miles  on  account  of  Miner  Bicknals  being  taken 
of  a  violent  fever  They  were  conveying  him  on  an  horse 
litter  to  the  Cuyahoga  River —  they  contemplated  get- 
ting him  to  the  line  between  the  Number  5th  &  6th  — 

I  immediate  made  preparation  to  have  them  met  by 
a  boat  at  that  Place —  I  sent  a  supply  of  Provisions  & 
hand  to  fill  the  vacancy  —  I  was  sure  that  2  men  would 
be  wanting  &  for  Sol.  Giddings  was  so  unwell  &  over 
done  as  not  to  be  able  to  go  abroad  immediately  — 

Mr  Tinker  took  the  charge  of  the  boat —  he  was  ac- 
companied by  Choat,  Spafford,  Hamilton,  Hanchet, 
Doane.  Phin.Barker  &  Doct  Shepard  — 

Choat  &  Spafford  were  to  go  with  Atwater  &  more 
if  necessary  The  boat  was  put  in  Readiness  to  start 
early  tomorrow 
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Tuesday  25th  The  boat  started  about  day  break 
this  morning  —  &  as  I  since  learned  arrived  at  the  ap- 
pointed Place  about  3  OC  PM —  Atwater  had  reached 
the  River  with  Bignal  about  2  hours  before  their  arrival 
he  died  about  10  minutes  after  they  got  him  to  the  River 
they  buried  as  decently  as  their  situation  would  permit 
he  was  buried  about  50  Rods  north  of  the  line  &  about 
2  or  3  Rods  from  the  River  on  the  East  Side —  marked 
some  trees  near  his  grave  with  his  Name  &c —  after  the 
burial  Atwaters  party  returned  their  way.  Choat  & 
Spafford  supplying  the  vacancy  &  Mr  Tinker  moved 
down  the  River  with  the  boat —  they  parted  about  5 
OC— 

Tuesday  25  th  our  Sicklist  at  Cleaveland  are  Majr 
Spafford  —  David  Beard  —  Job  Coe — Ezekiel  Morley 
— Sol  Gidding, George  Giddings  &  Canfield  are  rather 
unwell  not  wholly  unservicable —  am  not  well  myself — 
yet  loath  to  own  myself  sick  —  our  men  seem  to  be 
mending 


Peleg  Washburn  a  lad  that  came  on  with  Mr 
Doane  is  dangerously  ill  of  the  Dysintery —  the  setlers 
of  this  town  have  most  of  them  been  troubled  with  the 
Dysintery  but  seem  to  be  recruiting 


Wednesday  26th  M  Tinker  returned  to  Cleaveland 
between  11  &  12  OC  or  a  little  before  noon  with  the  mel- 
ancholly  news  of  Bignals  death.  Doct  Shephard  thinks 
his  disorder  must  have  been  a  putrid  fever,  his  colour 
changed  to  purple  &  began  to  putrify  which  was  the  rea- 
son of  their  burying  him  there,  he  was  first  taken  ill  of 
faintness  &  seized  with  a  cold 
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Thursday  27 

Friday  28th  July  1797  —  I  gave  Mr  Ezekiel  Mor- 
ley  a  discharge  from  further  service  on  account  of  sick- 
ness 

Sunday 

James  Hamilton  leave  the  service  of  the  company 
by  permission  until  called  for — 

Monday 

Holley  this  day  enters  the  Companys  employ 
Solomon  Giddings  &  Luke  Hanchet,  H.  Linsley 
are  Sick 


Tuesday  1  August 

In  the  afternoon  Stoddard  men  work  at  the  house 

Jos  Tinker  started  this  afternoon  with  a  boat  for 

Chipaway  his  hands —  Ph.   Barker —  Wm  Barker — 

Geo  Giddings  —  Goodsel  —  Job  Coe  —  he  had  several 

passingers —  David  Beard John  Doane — Brown  & 

Richey  —  Sanders  —  Morley  — 

Wednesday  2d  Stoddard  went  to  work  Lotting 
Cleaveland  100  Acre  Lots  —  Redfield  came  in  with  his 
party  they  were  all  well  —  this  afternoon  — 

Thursday  3rd  —  Majr  Shepard  intended  starting 
but  the  men  could  not  find  the  horses  untill  night  — 

Friday  4th  —  This  day  Warham  Shepard  &  Amzi 
Atwater  came  into  Camp  after  finishing  the  5th  Me- 
ridian — 

Stoddards  Party  also  came  in  at  night  — 
Redfield  Party  were  washing  &  Mending  — 
Barse  —  Sol.  Giddings  —  &  Linley  were  sick  — 
Phinehas  Barker  returned  with  Atwater  &  Alpheus 
Choat  went  in  the  Boat  in  his  room  — 
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Saturday  5th  August  —  this  morning  we  killed  one 
of  the  stears  for  Beef — 

(observations  here  omitted) 

Sunday  6th  August  1797  —  Majr  Shepard  started 
this  forenoon  with  2  men  &  2  horses  to  Explore  the  ninth 
and  tenth  Ranges 

Peleg  Washburn  (an  apprentice  boy  to  Mr 
Doane))  died  at  1  hour  &  30'  P  M  of  the  Dysin- 
tery.    we  buried  him  at  evening  — 

Rich  M  Stoddard  started  5  h  25'  P  M  to  survey 
No  1  10th  Range  into  Lots  —  as  by  a  Plan  given  him 
his  men  —  Mr  Holley —  Kilemor  —  Tupper  —  Allen 
—  Eldridge  —  Smith  —  3  horses  —  provisions  for 
Days  —  Our  men  that  lay  in  Camp  were  not  called 
upon 

Monday  7  August  —  Nathan  Redfield  Party 
started  about  10  OC  AM  to  Lot  Townships  No  5  — 
11th  Range  &  to  run  the  west  Line  of  No  6  in  the  11th

Esqr  Warren  run  a  line  from  the  East  end  of  Hu- 
ron Street  to  the  hundred  Acre  Lots  —  in  order  to  ex- 
amine the  Land  to  Lay  a  Road  —  Course  East  — 

Mr  Abbot  with  another  Compass  run  a  Random 
Line  from  the  E.End  of  Federal  Street  Course  N  56°  E 

Sunday  —  Esqr  Warren  Laid  a  Road  from  the 
east  end  of  Huron  Street  beginning  the  south  Side  & 
run  N  82  E  Setting  a  Post  at  every  Tally  or  5.00  —  in 
all  to  the  West  Line  of  the  100  Acre  Lots 

on  his  return  he  Set  the  Posts  the  North  Side 
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Mr  Hart  set  out  to  go  to  Township  No  5  in  11

October  3d  —  I  started  from  Cuyahoga  with  one 
boat  Majr  Spafford  took  the  helm —  the  company  con- 
sisted of  Esqr  Warren  Col  Waite,  Sam*  Spafford, 
Phin  Barker,  David  Clark,  Wm  Barker — Passengers — 
Doane —  Reynolds  &  Forbes  —  our  Stores  were  3  Bar- 
rels of  Pork — 5  Bbs  of  Flour  4  or  5  lb  Sugar — a  trifle 
of  Whiskey  and  about  Rum  &c  we  had  Chests  & 
Baggage  enough  with  our  stores  &  men  who  were 
mostly  sick  to  load  the  boat,  we  left  the  mouth  of  the 
river  about  10  OC  AM  with  a  light  land  breeze  about 
noon  the  wind  sprang  up  favourable  being  nearly  from 
the  West  —  in  the  afternoon  we  ran  ashore  &  spoke 
with  some  strangers  from  Harpersfield  in  N  York 
State.  Col.  Moss  who  appeared  their  principal  man  rode 
onward  to  Cleavland  with  two  other  of  the  Gentlemen, 
one  whom  they  called  Capt  Harper  who  was  on  foot  took 
a  passage  in  our  boat  to  the  Chagrin  River —  this  after- 
noon we  passed  Majr  Shepard  with  his  party  who  had 
started  from  Cleaveland  about  the  same  time  of  the  day 
that  we  did  &  were  going  by  land  to  the  Grand  River  to 
meet  us  there —  we  entered  the  Chagrin  River  about 
dusk —  with  some  dificulty  on  account  of  the  shoal 
water  but  found  an  excellent  Harbour  when  we  had 
entered  — 

we  pitched  our  sail  haveing  no  tent  eat  our  supper 
&  stretched  our  selves  before  a  good  fire  for  sleep  — 

In  the  night  we  were  awakened  by  a  violent  Wind 
from  off  the  Lake  it  was  accompanied  with  rain  &  thun- 
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der .  The  rest  of  the  night  was  uncomfortable,  as  the 
wind  continued  the  remainder  of  the  night  &  all  the 
next  day.  upset  our  Camp —  disturbed  the  river  so 
much  that  we  were  obliged  to  move  our  boat  to  a  safer 
part  of  the  harbour  —  This  day  I  escaped  a  fit  of  the 
ague  but  considerable  of  the  pain  that  attends  the 
fever  — 

Wed  4th  the  winds  on  shore  &  violent  all  the  day  & 
of  course  we  lay  wind  bound  —  Majr  Shepard  came  on 
with  his  party  viz  — 

Tupper  &  Culver  —  &  4  horses  —  I  concluded  to 
go  by  land  from  this  to  the  Grand  River  with  Majr 
Shepard  we  rode  to  Mr  Parkers  &  lodged  there  this 
night —  which  was  windy  clear  &  except  some  flying 
Clouds  &  cold  —  Some  frost  at  the  Grand  River  but 
light. 

Thursday  5th  October — 

This  morning  the  wind  is  fair  our  boat  heaves  in 
sight —  we  prepare  for  going  on  but  before  the  horses 
were  saddled  the  boat  passed  the  house  under  fine 
way  —  we  road  to  Grand  River — Capt.  Harper  accom- 
panied us  on  foot  —  we  found  the  boat  safe  in  the  river 
took  dinner  &  moved  up  stream  &  encamped  above  the 
Indian  settlements  on  the  west  side  the  latter  part  of  the 
day  was  warm  &  pleasant.  This  night  there  were  thun- 
der storm  on  either  side  of  us  but  there  was  not  much 
rain  where  we  were. 

Friday  6th  —  The  morning  was  overcast,  but 
cleared  off  in  the  forepart  of  the  day —  The  three  Gen- 
tlemen we  see  the  other  day  traveling  to  Cleaveland 
hailed  us  we  answered  &  then  came  to  us.  Their  busi- 
ness was  to  view  the  Country  as  they  contemplated  be- 
coming settlers  we  furnished  them  with  a  loaf  of  bread 
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&  bid  us  good  by,  Capt.  Harper  who  belonged  to  their 
company  went  with  them 

Major  Shepard  with  Mr  Tupper  for  his  assistant 
went  out  to  explore  Township  No  11  in  6th  Range  & 
Township  No  11  in  5th  Range,  we  expect  him  to  return 
in  two  or  three  days — 

Majr  Spafford  &  Esq  Warren  is  exploring  this 
town  Viz  No  11  in  the  8th  Range  they  return  at  night 

Saturday  we  appropriate  Grand  River  township 
W  Shepards  party  came  in  before  night  Shepard  & 
Kellogg  Sick  he  had  run  10  miles  before  he  left  his  work 

Sunday  8th  1797—  a  party  started  to  day  under 
the  charge  of  Phinehas  Barker  to  finish  the  work  allot- 
ted to  Shepard—  Viz  Goodsel,  Parker  &  Culver  —  they 
took  80  lb  Flour  50  lb  Pork—  on  the  Black  Mare,  one 

Tent  &c 

I  opened  the  second  barrel  of  Pork  and  found  it 
like  the  first  very  poor  consisting  almost  entirely  of 
heads  and  legs  except  it  had  an  old  sowsbelly  known  by 
the  teats  2  inches  long  &  the  meat  almost  an  inch  thick 

Monday  9  October  Major  Shepard  returned  from 

exploring  — 

The  committee  determined  to  Lot  township  num- 
ber Eleven  in  the  Seventh  Range  &  to  appropriate  the 
Gore  Nol2  in  the  Sixth  Range 
Grand  River  Township 

Tuesday  10th  Stoddards  Party  got  to  our  encamp- 
ment a  little  before  sunset  having  completed  the  Work 
assigned  him  excepting  a  line  which  he  was  to  run 
through  No  11..  8  Range  which  through  mistake  he 
started  wrong  — 

Wednesday  11th  —Stoddard  went  back  to  run  a 
line  through  this  town  Viz  No  11,  8th  Range  —

N.Doane  we 
camped  at  the  Mouth  of  Grand  River  —  Warham 
Shepard  &  Reynolds  with  us  as  far  as  the  middle  of 
Township  No.  11  in  the  7th  Range  where  we  left  them 
to  guard  stores  — 

Friday  —  The  lake  is  calm —  we  rowed  to  the 
place  where  we  were  leave  Shepard  &  Reynolds  & 
landed  the  stores  viz. —  1^  Barrels  of  Pork  consisting 
mostly  of  heads  &  legs —  &  1%  Barrel  of  flour  with 
some  small  matters  — 

we  went  perhaps  3  mile  further  &  camped  on  the 
beach  this  afternoon  we  passed  the  Burning  Springs  I 
made  an  experiment  on  me  of  them —  I  first  alighted  a 
Candle  &  brought  it  very  near  the  water  and  as  the 
bubbles  of  air  arose  they  would  flash  like  spirits  set  on 
fire  This  I  repeated  3  times  when  my  candle  went  out 
by  means  of  some  water  spatter  on  the  wick 

Friday  —  Township  No  6  —  12  Range  October 
13th  1797 
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The  wind  was  but  of  small  consequence  to  us  this 
day,  when  we  came  ashore  we  landed  the  small  baggage 
—  but  were  not  able  to  draw  the  boat  far  on  the  beach — 
in  the  night  the  swells  increased  and  looked  likely  for  a 
storm  we  onladed  the  boat  &  hauled  it  up  some  way  on 
land  &  watched  by  turn  untill  day  —  there  was  some 
rain  this  night  but  no  wind  — 

Saturday  Oct.  14th  the  wind  this  morning  sprang 
up  a  fresh  from  the  Lake  and  blew  directly  on  Land  & 
soon  increased  to  that  degree  that  it  was  impossible  to 
proceed  with  the  boat  —  The  winds  continued  to  blow 
violently  all  day  &  the  night  following 

This  day  Cloudy  but  no  rain  of  any  note  — 

Sunday  Oct  15th  The  Wind  from  the  North  and 
high  untill  the  middle  of  the  Afternoon  when  it  moder- 
ated and  the  waves  gradually  subsided. 

Monday  October  16th  This  morning  the  Lake  be- 
ing calm  we  loaded  the  boat  &  rowed  to  the  mouth  of  a 
small  creek  (now  choaked  upthe  late  storm)  we  Landed 
about  noon  the  wind  being  ahead  and  so  strongthat  we 
could  not  work  the  boat  ahead  we  hauled  the  boat  to 
land  &  onloaded  the  lighter  kind  of  baggage  —  we  lay 
wind  bound  the  rest  of  the  day  —  we  connected  the  5th 
Meridian  by  measuring  from  a  Creek  on  each  side  of 
the  Line —  we  began  at  the  creek  near  our  Camp  *  *  *  * 

Tuesday  we  started  in  the  morning  the  wind  being 
off  Land  &  by  the  help  of  the  sail  &  Oars  we  had  got 
near  the  Ashtabula  when  a  heavy  wind  from  the  West 
accompanied  b  y  large  swell  obliged  to  run  the  boat  on 
the  beach  just  west  of  the  mouth  of  Ashtabula,  we  land 
the  stores  &  Baggage  and  hauled  the  boat  on  to  the 
Beach  —  the  wind  the  rest  of  the  day  was  very  violent 
also  all  the  night  following  — 
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Wednesday  18th  October —  The  Winds  from  the 
west  and  very  heavy  the  fore  part  of  the  day  a  little  be- 
fore night  we  loaded  the  boat  and  started,  the  wind 
failed  at  sunset  but  was  soon  succeeded  by  a  moderate 
Land  breeze,  we  rowed  and  sailed  until  we  had  got 
within  about  2/3  of  a  Mile  of  Conneot  Creek  when  the 
wind  from  the  East  Obliged  us  to  beach  the  boat  —  we 
struck  fire  &  lay  down  for  sleep  about  Midnight — 

Thursday  19th  —  Loaded  the  boat  the  Lake  being 
calm  &  rowed  to  Conneot —  soon  after  we  got  there  the 
winds  sprang  up  fresh  from  the  NE  &  continued  the 
rest  of  the  day  here  we  learned  that  Maj .  Spafford  had 
got  in  &  made  his  home  at  the  Gun  house  about  a  mile 
up  the  River —  Esqr  Warren  and  myself  went  up  to  the 
house  &  found  Maj.  Spafford  &  Maj.  Shepard —  we 
took,the  boat  up  the  River  to  the  house  &  in  the  After- 
noon went  about  the  apprisal 

Friday  20th  The  Committee  are  busied  in  the  Ap- 
prisal and  Appropriation  of  the  Land  —  which  they 
finished  — 

Saturday  21  —  Samuel  Spafford  and  David  Clark 
set  out  from  our  quarters  with  dispatches  to  Mr  Hart  & 
to  the  Surveyors —  with  Instruction  how  to  Lot.  No  12 
in  the  5th  Range  No  13  in  the  4th  Range  and  No  13  in 
the  3d  Range 

Sunday  22  —  Rainy  the  most  of  the  day  — 

Mr  Youngs  called  on  us —  he  informs  us  of  the 
death  of  Joseph  Tinker.  Pierce&  Capt  Edwards — who 
were  drowned  the  3d  Inst  at  night —  near  Shaddauqua 
—  by  a  violent  gale  oversetting  the  boat  which  they  were 
in.  one  Joel  Hawley  fortunately  escaped  but  could  give 
but  an  incorrect  account  how  it  happened  The  boat 
belonged  to  Mr  Abbot — who  happens  not  to  be  aboard 
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at  that  time.  There  was  some  loss  of  property  of  which 
300  Doll  in  Bank  Bills  belonged  to  Mr  Abbot—  the 
boat  was  much  Injured  — 

The  bodies  of  Tinker  &  Pierce  were  found  near
